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PRESIDENT HEARS THE 
CASE OF THE JEWS: 


Leaders of the Race in America 


Received at White House. | 
| 
Massacre of Kishineff Fully Discussed | 
and Callers Leave Their Cause in 
the Hands of the Executive 


and Secretary Hay. 


“WASHINGTON, June 15.—Through their 


representative association, B’nai B'rith, 
the Jews of America to-day laid their case 


before President Roosevelt and Secretary 
Hay, and they are content to abide by 
whatever the Executive decides is best for 
them. 

By appointment, at 10:30 this morning the 
‘Executive Council of this association called 
at the State Department. They were Leo 


N. Levi, President, of New York; Jacob 
Furth, Vice President and Treasurer, cf 


Cleveland; Solomon Sulsberger, Honorary 
Secretary, New York; Joseph D. Coons, 
Wilkesbarre, Penn.; Adolph Moses, Chi- 
cago, and Simon Wolf of Washington. 
Secretary Hay received the Council in 
the diplomatic room and spent three-quar- 
ters of an hour listening to their repre- 
sentations and commenting upon them. 
Then the Secretary escorted his callers to 
the White House, where they were received 


their views and listened to what he had to 
say in reply. 

The interviews with both the President 
and Secretary were extremely satisfactory 
to the Council, although it soon became 
apparent that positive action could not im- 
mediately be had upon the subjects nearest 
to them—namely, the betterment of the 
conditions of the Jews in Russia. 

A statement of the proceedings given out 
at the White House concerning the confer- 
ence consisted of a memorandum submit- 
ted by the B’nai B'rith on the recent Kish- 
ineff massacre, a tentative draft of a 
petition to the Czar which it was desired 
this Government should unofficially or 
semi-officially assist in delivering to the 
Czar, and procuring a reply tuereto, and 
copies of the replies of Secretary Hay and 
President Roosevelt to their callers. 

The memorandum says the facts concern- 
ing the Kishineff massacre as officially re- 
ported by the Russian Government have 
appalled and horrified not only the Jews 
in Russia and elsewhere, but the whole 
American people, who want something 


done, and whose hostility to Russia if noth- 
ing. is done will become intensified and 
x 


The Jews, it says, likewise are fearful of 
the future., It is recognizea that the situ- 
ation plainly is different from that m ou- 
mania, inasmuch as in Russia the Jews ara 
fleeing from mobs operating in contraven- 
tion of Russian law, while-tn ROumania it 
is the laws that make it unable for them 
to live there. Denunciation of the Jews 
by Russian diplomats, it says, cannot pla- 
cate the public, 2s half a million Russiah 
Jews have come here during the past 
twenty-five years and have shown they 
are thrifty, energétic, intelligent, and am- 
bitious, and daily are growing more influ- 
ential and popular. hey 
propagandists against Russia, and the 
memorandum says the result is to under- 
mine the traditional amity between Russia 
and the United States. 


PETITION TO THE CZAR. 


, It is declared to be desirable to end this 
state of things without breach of diplomatic 
etiquette or émbarrassment to our Govern- 
ment, and oné or both of the subjoined 


methods therefore were submitted for con- 
sideration: ~ 

“ A. A petition to the Czar, to which the 
B'nai B'rith will get the signatures of the 
leading men in the various States: Our 
Government to assist unofficially or semi- 
officially in securing the delivery of this 
petition to the Czar and in procuring a fa- 
vorable reply thereto, either by a direct 
communication or some other form of pub- 
lie expression. The manner in which the 
Government can render such assistance is 
not suggested for obvious reasons, but the 
Government's interest in the plan should be 
made known. 

“ B. Using the Kishineff and other recent 
incidents of more or less similar nature as 
rounds, an official invitation by the 
Inited States addressed to all the powers, 
to an international conference, to consider 
persecutions and oppressions growing out 
of racial and religious Eresemmoes and ha- 
tred, and to protect civilization 
national concord from the evil effects of 
such persecutions and oppressions. 


must exhibit the same qualities. I know 
you do not doubt the sentiments of the 
resident. No one hates more energetical- 
ly than he dces such acts of cruelty and in- 
ustice as those we deplore. But he must 
carefully consider all the circumstances 
and then decide whether any official action 
can be taker, in addition to the impressive 
and most effective expressions of public 
opinion in this country during the last 
month. You will have observed that no 
civilized Government in the world has yet 
taken official acticn—this consideration 
alone would bia us to proceed with care. 
“The Emperor of Russia is entitled to our 


respect, not merely as the ruler of a great { 


and friendly nation, but as a man_ whose 
personal character is even more elevated 
than- his exalted station. We should not 
be justified in assuming that this enlight- 
ened sovereign, who has given so many 
proofs of his devotion ty peace and re- 
ligious tolerance, has not %done and is not 
doing all that Hes in his power to put a 
stop to these atrocities, to unish the 
guilty, whether ome 4 belong to the ignorant 
populace, or.to high official circles, and to 
prevent the recurrence of the outrages 
which have so shocked humanity. In fact, 
ali we know of the state of things in Rus- 
sia tends to justify the hope that even out 
of the present terrible situation some good 
results may come; that He who watches 
over Israel does not slumber, and that the 
wrath of man, now as so often in the past, 


; shall be made to praise Him.”’ 


The call on the President at the White 
House followed, and there President Roose- 
velt; after the memc::ndum was laid before 
him, said: 


THE PRESIDENT SPEAKS. 


“Mr. Chairman: I need not dwell upon 
a fact so patent as the widespread indig- 
nation with which the American people 
heard of the dreadful outrages upon the 
Jews in Kishineff. I have never in my 
experience in this country known of a more 
immediate or a deeper expression of sym- 
pathy for the victims and of horror over 


; the appalling calamity that had occurred.

“It is natural that while the whole civ- 
ilized world should express such a feeling, 
it should yet be most intense and wide- 
spread in the United States; for of all the 
great powers I think I may say that the 
United States is that country in which 
from the beginning of its national career, 
most has been done in the way of acknowl- 
edging the debt due to the Jewish race, 
and of eifieavoring to do justice to those 
American citizens who are of Jewish an- 
cestry and faith. 

“One of the most touching poems of our 
own great poet Longfellow is that on the

who goes through any of the old ceme- 
teries of the cities which preserve the rec- 
erds of colonial times will see the 
name of many an American of Jewish race 
who, in war or in peace, did his full share 
in the founding of this nation. From that 
day to this, from the day when the Jews 
of Charleston, of Philadelphia, of New 
Ycerk supported the patriot cause and 
helped in every way, not only by money, 
but by arms, Washington and his col- 
league; who were founding this Republic— 
from that day to the present we have had 
no struggle, military or civil, in which 
there have not been citizens of Jewish 
faith who played an eminent part for the 
honor and credit of the nation. 

*I remember once Gen. Howard men- 
tiening to me the fact that two of his bri- 
gade commanders upon whom he had piaced 
special reliance were Jews. Among the 
meetings of the Grand Army which I have 
attended one stands out with peculiar vivid- 
ness—a meeting ‘heid under the auspices of 
the men of the Grand Army of Jewish 
crecd in the temple in Forty-fourth Street— 
Temple Emanu-El—to welcome the returned 
veterans of the Spanish-American war of 
Jewish faith, 

“When in Santiago, when I was myself 
in the army, one of the best @olonels amon 
the regular regiments who did sv we 
on that day and who fought beside me 
was a Jew. One of the commanders of 
the ships which in the bleckade of the 
Cuban coast did so well was a Jew. 

“In my own regiment I promoted five 
men from the ranks for valor and good 
conduct in battle. It happened by pure 
accident, for I Knew nothing of the faith 
of any one of them, that these included 
two Protestants, two Catholics, and one 
Jew; and while that was a pure accident, it 
was not without ‘ts value as an illustra- 
tion of the ethnic and religious make-up of 
our Nation and of the fact that if a man 
is a good American that is all we ask, 
without thinking of his creed or his birth- 
place. 

“In the same way, when I was Police 
Commissioner in New York I had experi- 
ence after experience of the excellent serv- 
ice done—an excellent work needing nerve 
and hardihood, excellent work of what 
I might call the Maccabee type, in the 
Police Department under me by police offi-

The tentative draft of the petition to the !} 


Czar, which accompanied the memorandum, 
called attention to the cruel outrages per- 

etrated on the Jews at Kishineff until his 

ajesty’s “‘special and personal direc- 
tions " made the local authorities suppress 
the rioting. It declared that the victims 
were Jews assaulted because of race and 
religious prejudices and in violation of 
Russian laws. It declared local officials 
Gerelict in the performance of their duty, 
and that millions of Jews in Russia lived 
in constant dread of fresh outbreaks. 
therefore petitioned “‘ That by a gracious 
and convincing expression your Majesty 
will proclaim not only for the government 
of your own < ona y but also for the guid- 
ance of all civilized men, that none shall 
suffer in person, property, liberty, honor, or 
life because of his religious belief; 
the humblest subject or citizen may worship 
according to the dictates of his own con- 
acience, and that government. whatever its 
form or agencies, must safeguard these 
rights and immunities by the exercise of all 
its powers. 

“*Far removed from your Majesty's do- 
minions, livi under different conditions, 
and owing ilegiance to another Govern- 
ment, your oe yet venture, in the 
name of civilization, to plead for religious 

and tolerance; to

SECRETARY HAY’S REPLY. 


In reply to Mr. Levi, who submitted the 
memorandum, Secretary Hay said:

These lamentable events 
have caused the profoundest impression 
throughout the world, but most especially 
in this country, where there are so many | 
of your coreligionists who form such a de- 
sirable element of our portation in indus- 
try, rift, public spirit, and commercial 
morally.

EXPERIENCES IN NEW YORK.

‘“*There was a certain man I 
under the following conditions: I was at- 
tracted to_him by being told on a 
to the Bowery branch of the Young Men's 
Cbristinn Association, that they had a young 
fellow there, a Jew, who had performed 
a feat of great note in saving people from ¢ 
burning building, and that they thought 
he was just the type for a policeman [ 
had him called up and told him to take the 
examination and see if~he could get 
through. He did, and he passed 

‘He has not only been an excellent 
policeman, but he at once, out of his salary, 
proceeded to educate his younger brothers 
and sisters, and he got either two or three 
of his old kinsfol over from Russia, 
through the money he had saved, and pro- 
vided homes for them. 

**] have given you examples of men who 
have served under me in my administra- 
tion of the Police Department in New York 
and my regiment. In addition thereto, some 
of my nearest social friends, some 
of those with whom I have been closest in 
political life, have been men of Jewish 
faith and extraction, Therefore, inevitably 
I have felt a degree of personal sympathy 
and personal horror over this dreadful 
tragedy, as great as can exist in the minds 
of any of you gentlemen yourselves.

OMAHA STRIKES COLLAPSE. 


MINERS TALK STRIKE 


IN SPECIAL CONVENTION | * 


Delegates Favor a Fight on the 
Conciliation Question. 


After a Discussion They Follow Presi- 
dent Mitchell’s Advice and Refer the 


Question to a Committee. 


SCRANTON, Penn., June 15.—The special 
convention of the United Mine Workers 
of the three anthracite districts, called for 
the purpose of dealing with the refusal of 
the operators to recognize the conciliators 
appointed by the joint executive board, 
opened here to-day with National President 
John Mitchell presiding and 640 delegates 
in attendance. The conciliation matter 
and all other grievances the different dis- 
tricts want to have considered were re- 
ferred to a Committee on Resolutions com- 
posed of seven delegates from each district 
and the three District Presidents. 

This committee met to-night and will pre- 
sent a report for revision or adoption at 
to-morrow’s session of the convention. The 
sentiment almost unanimously expressed 
in the motions and speeches was in favor 
of the convention contenting itself with 
indorsing the action of the Executive Board 
and leaving it to the operators to accept 
the three District Presidents as concilla- 
tors or take the consequences of their re- 
fusal. Not a few of the delegates declared 
openly for a strike to enforce acceptance 
of the District Presidents’ credentials us 
they now gtand. 

In opening the convention this afternoon, 
President Mitchell made a brief speech, re- 
viewing events since the close of the strike, 
and making suggestions as to what plan of 
procedure the convention should follow. 
He said in part: 

“You have been summoned here to de- 
termine what action you shall take in re- 
lation to the operators’ refusing to recog- 
nize those whom you have selected to rep- 
resent you on the Joint Conciliation Board. 

“It is needless to say that the refusal of 
the coal operators to accept the award of 
the Strike Commission in a broad, liberal, 
fair spirt, is a deep disappointment to me. 
I had hoped that, after the award was 
made, each side would accept it, and carry 
out its provisions to the last letter. I 
desire to say that if the mine workers 
had refused to carry out even so much as 
the se provision of that award, I 
would be the first man to condemn them 
for such conduct. We expect. to keep its 
provisions inviolate. When we are ready 
to live up to the award, it is not unrea- 
sonable for us to ask the operators to do 
the same, 

“If either side is to be continually rais- 
ing technicalities and seeking some point 
o: disagreement, ft is safe to say it may 
as well have been that the commission 
never met. Our common interests demand 
that we werk harmoniously“ together in 
carrying out the provisions of that award. 

“The award of the Commission was far 
froin all we asked and were entitled to, 
From a tmonetary standpoint, it was not a 
great wicees yee us. a was, however, ¢ 

reat mcrai victory. rue, we are rants 
FF advance in wages and a Seer aid in 
hours of labor but altogether we did: net 
receive one-half of what We were entitled 
to. But whatever disappointment came of 
the award, we can well afford to bear it. 
We wil. accept our failure aod carry out 
the award as fdithfully as though we 
secured everything we sought.” 

Severai delegates spoke in favor of hav- 
ing the District Presidents report what 
had been done at the Conciliation Board 
meeting, but this was voted down, as un- 
necessary, the convention call having out- 
lined all that the Presidents would have 
to report. 

President Mitchell said; 

“What the District Presidents have to 
report ca; be told in a nutshell. The op- 
erators refused to recognize your represen- 
tatives on the Conciliation Board, on the 
pretext that the Commission didn’t mean 
what it said. The Commission said that 
if there wa. a majority organization exist- 
ing in ail three districts such organization 
should appcint. The word ‘appoint’ is 
used twice. No mention is made of the 
word ‘elect.’ The operators say that 
meant something else. As I understand it, 
the three representatives of the operators 

not agreed as to just what the Com- 
mission dic mean. 

“We don’t propose to allow the opé@r- 
ators to be the sole interpreters of the 
commission's award. It was written in 
slain English, and we understand the [cng- 
fish language quite as well as they. Be- 
sides,

He de- 
clared the convention had nothing to do 
about selecting conciliatots, as that had 
been done already, and the only business 
before it was to formulate this and the 
other grievances and proceed to have them 
“Let us get our grievances 
properly before us, so that if we have to 
fight we will know what we are fighting 
tor,’ he concluded. 

A colored delegate—William Tarr of Sha- 
mokin--arose to protest against Secre- 
tary Hartlein talking strike. ‘‘ We've had 
enough of strike. We've had our belly full 
of it,” he declared, ‘‘ What we're here for 
is to avoid strike. We're not looking for 
bother.”’ 

Tarr was interrupted frequently with cries 
of ‘Put him out!”’ and the like, and when 
he had been induced to subside a delegate 
arose and formally made a motion to eject 
him from the hall. 2resident Mitchell 
smiled and went on with the business. 

A Schuylkill delegate favored a fight on 
the conciliation question as it stood. If 
the operators have their own way in this, 
he said, they will want their own way in 
everything, ana at the end of the three 
years the miners will be enjoying none of 
the things they were awarded by the com- 
mission. 

Time and again motions were made 
which, though differing in form, were all 
substantially in favor of having the con- 
vention indorse the action of the joint Ex- 
ecutive Committee in omeorns the concili- 
ators, but) President Mitchell each time 
staved off a vote by one ruling or another.

uilding Operations in Progress for the 
First Time in Three Months—Set- 
tlement a Compromise. 


Special to The New York Times. 
OMAHA, Neb., June 15.—For the first 


time in three months building operations 
were in ‘progress in Omaha in consequence 
of the collapse of the strike which has been 
waged by the Building Trades’ Union. 

The break occurred when the bricklayers 
settled with the contractors and returned to 


work at noon. The terms secured by the 
bricklayers were a compromise; the men 
secured the union scale, but agreed to 
work with non-union workmen. Several 
hundred hod carriers returned to work dur- 
ing the day, the strike having resulted in a 
loss of 2% cents per hour to them. 

The carpenters, as a craft, are still on 
strike, but many of them individually re- 
turned to work to-day at the old scale. 
The plumbers are still locked out. All 
brick factories in the city began operations 
this morning with their old .workmen at 
the union scale, but without recognizing 
the union. 

Work has begun*on many large buildings 
which were partially completed when the 
strike was called, but the labor trouble 
has practically prevented building in Omaha 
for this season. 


STRIKE ARBITRATORS BLAMED. 


Three Ministers Who Settied Chicago 
Stock Yard Trouble Censured 
by Church.

CHICAGO, June 15.—Censure for the three 
ministers who arbitrated the Stock Yards 
engineers’ strike and one who sent a bill 
for $1,000 to the union fdr the work was 
voted by the Methodist ministers to-day. 

A Teport was received from the commit- 
tee appointed a week ago to investigate the 
case, and after a lively debate the ministers 
declared by vote that the arbitrators took 
a wrong course. 

The arbitrators were the Rev. E. A. Kelly, 
W. M. Lawrence, and M. W. Haynes; the 
last named sent the bill for $1,000, and the 
others disclaimed knowledge of it. 

Several of the ministers pleaded with the 
macting not to adopt the report, but in 
vain, 

The committeemen explained that they 
had made an attempt to interview all of 
the arbitrators, but that they had been un- 
able to see the ministers. hey said they 
did not consider it necessary to see the 
ministers themselves to get the facts. 


CAUGHT BY DECOY LETTER. 


George E. Eaton of Corning, Who Had 
Post Office Site to Sell, Arrested 
on Bribery Charge. 


WASHINGTON, June 15.—The Treasury 
Secret Service was informed to-day of the 
arrest of George E. Eaton, cashier of the 
private banking house of Vandenning & 
Co., of Corning, N. Y., on a charge of at- 
tempted bribery. He was taken before a 
United States Commissioner, where he gave 
bond for his appearance in court. When 
searched a decoy letter sent from the 
Treasury Department and a registry receipt 


for a letter sent Assistant Secretary Tay- 
lor were found on Eaton. 

Chief Wilkie, who caused the arrest, said 
that in May, Mr. Waylor received a letter 
from Eaton saying he had a piece of prop- 
erty in Corning which would prove an ad- 
mirable site for the proposed Post Office 
bullding; that he was not familiar with the 
method of placing his proposition before 
the Government, but was willing to make 
“it right. ’ 

Mr. Taylor referred the letter to the so- 
licitor, the supervising architect, and 
Chief Wilkie of the Secret Service. A de- 
coy letter was sent Eaton stating that the 

ortion of his letter referring to making 

t “right’’ was interesting. Within a few 
days Mr. Taylor received a second letter 
from Eaton, in which he said the property 
cost him $13,000, and he was willing to sell 
it to the Government for $15,000, and fur- 
ther, that he was willing to accept $1,000 as 
his share of the profit and give the As- 
sistant Secretary the remainder.

RATE WAR IN THE WEST. 


Wrangle Over Passenger Business 
Brings Demoralization — East- 
ern Lines Resist. 


Special to The New York Times. 
CHICAGO, June 15.—Not for years has 
here been such a wrangle for passenger 
business among Western roads as is now 
going on. Demoralization in rates has 
spread to Omaha, Kansas City, and all 
trans-Missouri territory, excepting Col- 
orado. 

The row at Kansas City was started by 
the Missouri Pacifico and St. Louis and 
San Francisco announcing a rate of one 
fare plus $2 for the round trip from Kansas 
City to St. Louis and Chicago on account 
of the Summer school season. 

All the other roads then announced cor- 


respondingly low rates from both Kansas 
City and Omaha. The fact that these tick- 
ets will be on sale when the low rates to 
the convention of Modern Woodmen at 
Indianapolis are in effect affects all points 
in Kansas, Texas, Oklahoma, and Indian 
Territory, and greatly reduces the rates 
Sg all those points as far east as Buf- 
aio. 

Strenuous efforts are being made by the 
Eastern roads to keep the rate demoraliza- 
tion out of their territory. The low rates 
recently announced by the ‘ Soo” Line to 
Buffalo, Detroit, Boston, and Albany from 
the Twin Cities were promptly met by the 
Grand Trunk. 

The Chicago-St. Paul lines then met and 
decided to make the same rates, but the 
Central Passenger Association lines de- 
creed that they would not join. It trans- 
pires, however, that some of the so-cajled 
weak lines east from Chicago secretly 
agreed with certain of their Western con- 
nections to honor reduced tickets, 


The trunk lines have interfered in the dis- 
pute between the Chicago-St. Paul rail- 
roads over the selling of cheap tickets to 
Eastern points in competition with the 
“Soo” Line, which had been making cut 
rates to. New England and other Eastern 
points because one of the other Chicago- 

t. Paul lines had taken away from it a 
party bound for Europe. 

The other lines at once followed suit 
without first asking consent of their East- 
ern connections. As soon as these lines 
heard of the matter they called a meeting 
of the Central Passenger Association, 
which served notice on the oftending lines 
that they must behave. In this notice the 
Central Passenger Association was backed 
up by the Trunk Line Passenger Commit- 
tee,

WANTS SHELDON NAMED 


County Committee’s Treasurer 


May Succeed Morris. 


The Senator Also Declares That Mayor 
Low Must Be Renominated by 


the Fusionists. 


According to Senator Thomas C. Platt, 
the choice of President Roosevelt for Presi- 
dent of the Republican County Committee 
is George R. Sheldon. This information was 
vouchsafed by the Senator yesterday. upon 
his return from Washington, where he had 
gone to consult with President Roosevelt 
on the subject. 

This announcement, coupled with other 
facts that developed last night, shows that 
there is a strong possibility that the matter 
will be settled by Thursday night, when the 
committee will hold its regular meeting. 

The situation last night contained many 
elements of mystery. In the first place 
Capt. F. Norton Goddard, who has been held

ington to-night and will dine with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. To-morrow night Mr. Shel- 
don will dine with the President in response 
to a telegram which he received yesterday 
asking him to be there for that purpose. 
Mr. Sheldon wil] go to Washington to-night. 

**T talked with President Roosevelt about 
the situation in the committee,”’ said Sen- 
ator Platt, ‘‘and he favors Sheldon. I 
told President Roosevelt that Mr. Sheldon 
had declined to: accept the post, but the 
President did not seem discouraged by tnat. 
He said he would send for Mr. Sheldon and 
have a talk with him on the subject, and 
thought he could induce him to change his 
mind. Mr. Sheldon will go to Washington 
shortly, and I sincerely hope that the Pres- 
ident will cause him to change his mind.” 

“How about F. Norton Goddard, Sena- 
tor?’’ was the next question propounded. 

“IT don't know anything about him in 
connection with the head of the County 
Committee,’ was the reply. ‘I don’t think 
the President is seriously considering nim 
in that connection, and it woula not make 
any difference anyhow, as Capt. Goddard 
could not be elected. He is entirely out of 

; the question.”’ 

Mr. Sheldon is the present Treasurer of 
the committee, and several weeks ago re- 
fused to be considered in connection with 
the head of the committee. 

It appears that the Senator's Washington 
trip made him more than ever of the opin- 
ion that.Mayor Low is the man to renomi- 
nate on the Fusion ticket. Not long ago 
the Senator denied with some heat that he 
ever had recommended or indorsed the 
Mayor for renomination.

BALTIMORE AND OHIO DENIAL. 


Road Files Answer to Suit of Gould Line 
to Restrain Alleged Diversion 
of Traffic.

BALTIMORE, June 15.—The Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad to-day filed its answer 
| to the suit of Gould’s Western Maryland 
Railroad asking for an injunction restrain- 
ing further diversion of traffic from the 
latter's line between Cherry Run, West 
Va., and Shippensburg, Penn. 

In its reply the Baltimore and Ohio de- 
nies that it violated the provisions of its 


agreements in any way. It further denies 
that the Pennsylvania Railroad has influ- 
enced it to break agreements. 

it admits that it owns the majority of 
the stock of the Consolidation Coal Com- 
pany, and that this company in turn owns 
the majority of the stock of Fairmount 
Coal Company, but denies that the Balti- 
more and Ohio has used its stock to con- 
trol the policy of these companies in ship- 
ments of coal. 

The reply draws attention to the sale of 
the Western Maryland and the West Vir- 
ginia Central to the Wabash Company and 
its effect upon the coal operators along 
the Baltimore and Ohio. This sale, it is as- 
serted, altered the policy of the West Vir- 
ginia Central, and the operators along the 
Baltimore and Ohio have since regarded it 
as a competitor to them, and they have on 
this account withdrawn their patronage 
of that company’s railroad. This was done 
without the power of the Baltimore and 
Ohio to interfere, and was carried to such 
an extent as to cause a blockade of the 
rcute via Martinsburg.

FOREST FIRES EXAGGERATED. 


State Commission Says Burned Area Is 
Much Less Than Was Reported 
—Big Camps Escaped.

ALBANY, June 15.—Now that the State 
Fire Wardens are sending in their reports 
to the State Forest Commission as to the 
recent forest fires in the Adirondacks, it is 
found, according to William F. Fox, State 
Superintendent of Forests, that the burned 
areas are much less in extent than ‘was re- 
ported, and that the loss in valuable virgin 
forest has been greatly exaggerated, much 
of the forests which burned Having pre- 
viously been lumbered. 

The Forestry Department is interested in 
the maintenance of Summer business in 


the Adirondacks, and insists that nothing 
has occurred that should in the least deter 
any one from going to the mountains as in 
previous years, 

Col. Fox says the Summer visitor will 
see no changes in the woods as he looks 
out upon them from the. hctels, cottages, 
and camps, The only indication there will 
be to the visitors of the fires that have 
occurred will be seen along the line of 
the railroads, where there will be found a 
biackened strip of charred timber.

JACKSON, KY., TERRORIZED. 


Burning of ‘Witness’s Hotel Causes 
Fears of Further Outrages by Feud- 
ists—Two Held for Arson. 


JACKSON; Ky., June 15.—Interest {n the 
trial of Curtis Jett and Thomas White for 
the alleged murder of J. B. Marcum was 
secondary to-day to the preliminary hear- 
ing of the teamsters of Hargis Brothers, 
arrested by soldiers on the charge of burn- 
ing the hotel yesterday morning of B. L. 
Ewen, the principal witness of the Com- 
monwealth against Jett and White. 

Although ‘this place has become accus- 
tomed to assassinations and incendiary 
fires during the feud of the,past three 
years, it never had such a night of terror 
as that of last night. Many spent a sleep- 
less ae not as members of any vigilance 
committee patrolling the streets, but within 
their own doors, as many are expecting the 
torch to be applied to their houses next. 
Fourteen residences and stores owned by 
those known as Cockrill sympathizers have 
been burned in Jackson since 1900, and the 
number of lives lost gréatly exceeds that 
number. 

Joseph Crawford and Edward Thorp, who 
are accused of having set fire to Mr. 
Ewen's_ building, were brought before 
Judge Redwine this morning and _testi- 
mony was heard on the writ of habeas cor- 
pus sued out for their release by the Har- 

is people yesterday. Gray Haddicks and 
eremiah Lunsford identified Crawford as 
one of the men seen coming from the Ewen 
Hotel just before the fire was discovered, 
and A. H. Short said he saw Crawford and 
Thorp crossing the bridge going in the di- 
rection of the Ewen Hotel an hour before 
the fire.

Judge Redwine decided to hold them to 
the Grand Jury, which was reconvened this 
morning.

300 BODIES RECOVERED 


Flood Came With Such Sudden- 


ness That Escape Was Im~ 
possible —Great Loss of . 
Live Stock—Town Al- 


most Entirely 
Destroyed,

PORTLAND, Oregon, June 15.—Heppner, 
county seat of Morrow County and a town 
of about 1,500 inhabitants, and Lexington, 
a village of 300 population eighteen miles 
nogthwest of Heppner, were destroyed late 
yesterday afternoon by a flood which re- 

sulted from a cloudburst. 

It is reported that 500, lives were lost at 
Heppner alone. While the number of fatal-- 
ities’ at Lexington is not known, it is be-~ 
lieved that the majority of the inhabitants 
escaped with their lives. " ae 

The situation at Heppner is terrible. The 
people who escaped with their lives are 
homeless, and great suffering will follow 
unless relief comes quickly. The weather 
has turned intensely warm, and the bod- 


ies, stacked in winnows, will need imme- 


diate attention, or there will be a terrible 


pestilence among the survivors. 

The people were caught in their houses 
with no chance of escape. A heavy rain 
had been falling all afternoon, and the 
residents were in their houses. Without 
warning a wall of water twenty feet high 
came tearing down Willow Creek, on whose 
banks the town is located, and the next 
moment the houses were wrecked and cat- 
ried away, a mass of ruins, on the crest” 
of the immense wave. oe tal 

Many persons were killed outright. Othe 
ers were drowned after heroic efforts to . 
save themselves. Bridges were swept away 
like so many matches,/ and all means of 
communication by wire was destroyed. 

Messengers arriving at this place and af 
Ione report the scene as most awful. The 
fact that the disaster occurred just before 
nightfall made it the more distressing, as 
little relief could be carried on in the dark- 
ness. 

Almost the entire residence portion of the- 
town was destroyed, but some of the busi- 
ness part, which is on higher ground, es- 
caped. 

Huge boulders weighing a ton were cat 
ried down by the current, and many people 
were killed by being crushed against @ 
rocky bluff. 

The buildings which were not carried 
away were moved from their foundations 
or toppled over. Hundreds of horses, cattle, 
sheep, and hogs that had gone into the 
creek bottoms for water perished. 


SURVIVORS TO THE RESCUE. 


As soon as the first excitement had sub- 
sided the survivors went to work. Messen= 
gers were sent out to the neighboring towns 
and relief parties are being organized as 
rapidly as possible. The lower portion of 
the town is still covered by water, and untif 
the water recedes the work of recovering 
the bodies will be slow. 

News of the calamity did not reach the 
outside world until to-day, all the means 
of communication having been cut off. 
News was sent by courier to the near-by. 
towns. The Oregon Railway and Navigas 
tion Company started a relief train with 
physicians and supplies from The Dalles” 
shortly after noon. At 1:80 this afternoon 
enother relief train started for the scene 
from this city. The citizens of Portland 
started a relief fund as soon as the news © 
of the disaster spread over the city, and 
within a few hours $5,000 was raised. 

Supplies will be rushed to Heppner as soon 
as they can be assembled.

THE IDENTIFIED DBAD. 


Propose to Put Broadway Tracks Un- 
derground—Central Yard Plans Sub- 
mitted—Relief on the Bridge. 


Several] developments in. the problem of 
furnishing passenger transportation in the 
city were recorded yesterday. 

Announcement was made that under the 
supervision of Mayor Low and Borough 
President Cantor plans have been prepared 
by men in the office of Mr. Cantor to relieve 
the traffic congestion at Broadway, Sixth 
Avenue, and Thirty-fourth Street, by drop- 
ing the tracks of the Broadway street car 
line below the surface. 

Engineer Martin of the Bureau of High- 
ways, who has the matter in charge, said 
yesterday: 

“We_propose to have the cars leave 
Broadway at Thirty-second Street, deflect- 
ing into the small park at that point. They 
would then enter a subway on an incline, 
and will go through the tunnel and again 
reach the surface about Thirty-fifth Street 
on @nother incline. They would then de- 
flect back to the regular route on Broad- 
way. This would leave only the Sixth Ave- 
nue and the Thirty-fourth Street tracks 
on the surface at the crossing. The city, 
of course, would do all the work, the cost 
being about $150,000. 

‘““At Thirty-fourth Street, where 
Broadway tracks would be underground, it 
is planned to have a station, with four en- 
trances, allowing the system of transfers 
now in use. 

‘The letter which President Cantor sent 
to Mayor Low to-day is sent ta him as a 
member of the Rapid Transit Commission. 
He will present it to the Rapid Transit 
Commission and ask them to approve the 
plans. The plan to extend the present sub- 
way from Forty-second Street to Union 


Square, down Broadway, may interfere 
somewhat. 

“We intend pushing the matter as fast 
as possible. I am confident that the resi- 
dents in the neighborhood are in favor of 
the gee. and I can say, unorfictslly. that 
the Metrepolitan people are also in fa 

At a final conference held in the office of 
the Mayor yesterday afternoon the plans 
submitted for changes of the New York 
Central yards to provide adequate transit 
facilities were approved’ by the sub-com- 
mittee of the Board of Estimate. This 
committee consists of the Mayor, Controller 
Grout, Borough President Cantor, an 
President Fornes of the Board of Aldermen. 
The latter was absent, because of his vaca- 
tion trip. President Haffen of the Bronx 
and Chief Engineer Wilgus and Ira A. 
Place of the New York Central Road were 
present, as well as several property own- 
ers, headed by Richard 
counsel. 

The plans will be reported to the Board 
of Estimate on Friday morning. Then, at 
2:80 o'clock on the same afternoon, there 
will be a public hearing, in the event of 
any one desiring to declare objections. At 
the afternoon session of the full board the 
plans will be acted upon. 

The proposed changes in the statidn itself 
were not discussed yesterday, as the rail- 
road only has to pass upon them. The 
changes in the yards include the opening of 
cross streets from Forty-fifth to Fifty- 
first Street and the lowering of the tracks.

Two Cornell Students Discover Process 
Which Professors Say Will Re- 
duce Cost One-half. 


Special to The New York Times. 
ITHACA, N. Y., June 15.—Isaac Baum of 
Uniontown, Penn., and Florence Joseph 
Schwab of New Orleans, students in the 
engineering department at Cornell Univer- 
sity, have just made discoveries which may 
revolutionize the copper refining industry. 
They explain their discovery in a thesis 
on which they collaborated, 
Baum and Schwab have received a mark 
of 98 per cent. on their treatise, the highest 
in the history of Cornell. For some time 
ast these young men have been experi- 
enti day and night to discover the 
most economic conditions under which to 
refine copper. In their thesis, which they 
have submitted to Sibley College, Cornell 
University, they describe a process for re- 
fining copper which professors here say 
wiil stand any test, and may save copper 
refineries millions of dollars annually. 
In their exhaustive treatise the students 
demonstrate that the temperature at which 
copper is now refined and the _ current 
which is passed through the refining vats 
are not high enough. By using the tem- 
perature and the current density which 
these young inventors have calculated, the 
original eost of a refinery will be reduced 
more than one-half for the same output. 
When seen to-day Baum and Schwab 
were vers ticent on their diseOvery, act- 
ing on the advice of the professors here. 
‘All that I will say at present,’ declared 
Baum, ‘is that I believe all the refineries 
in this country will soon use our method.” 
Prof. .Wilder D. Bancroft, under whose 
supervision Baum and Schwab have been 
working, will translate the thesis into Ger- 
ran, and it will be read before the Electro- 
Chemical Society of Berlin. At this meet- 
ing the details of the discovery will be ex- 
plained in full.

TWO BURNED IN TENEMENT FIRE 


In a fire yesterday morning in the six- 
story double tenement at 458 and 460 Grand 
Street two persons were burned, one so 
badly that he had to be taken to Gouver- 
neur Hospital. The injured are Moses 
Wolfs and his ten-year-old son Herbert. 

Wolfs occupies the third floor with his 
wife and eight children. They are Jacob, 
seventeen years; Nathan, fifteen years; 
Harry, thirteen years; Herbert, ten years; 
Jeannette, eight years; Joseph, seven years; 
Frankie, four years, and Ida, sixteen 
months. 

One of ths rooms_is occupled by the 
three boys, Harry, Herbert, and Joseph. 
Two sleep in one bed, while Harry sleeps 
alone. It was in this room that the fire 
started, presumably from firecrackers. Ail 
of the boys. however, declare they do not 
know the origin of the blaze, although the 
police say they found several packs of fire- 
crackers under the bed. 

The janitor, Morris K. Swiss, ran through 
the house arousing the tenants, while his 
son, Lucian, eighteen years old, made sev- 
eral trips with the elevator and took many 
persong out of the building in that way. 
Other rescues were made by M. Attias, 
who lives on the fifth floor, among those 
whom he carried out being Frankie Wolfs. 
The other children were carried out by 
other tenants, while Mrs. Wolfs was as- 
sisted out. by her husband. 

When the firemen arrived they made 
short work of the flames, keeping them 
confined to the Wolfs's apartments. The 
damage is estimated at $100. 

An ambulance from Gouverneur Hospital 
was summoned, It was in ee of Dr.

After a protracted session yesterday the 
Board of Governors of the Building Trades 
Employers’ Association passed the follow- 
ing resolution regarding the acceptance of 
its plan of arbitration by the unions in the

building trades: 

Be it Resolved, That when Foe A 
caused to be submitted to this y a properly 
signed and sealed document accepting the plan of 
arbitration submitted to them, then the Board 
of Governors shall at once arrange to start work 
in that trade, and after the arbitration plan has 
been accepted by 75 per cent. of the unions in 
the building trade the Board of Governors will 
consider and pass on any changes that may be 
recommended by unions representing three or 
more trades, 


In explanation of the course of the board, 
as indicated by this resolution, a member 
of the Press Committee said: 

‘*We feel that it would not be fair to 
keep work shut down until all the unions 
had adopted the plan. The association is a 
deliberative body, and not a body of dic- 
tators. Several of the unions have al- 
ready taken favorable action on the plan, 
and I believe now all of the unions will 
accept it. When the majority has adopt- 
ed.it the rest are bound to follow. We 
are not fighting the lakor unions, We are 
waiting until the conditions warrant the 
resumption of work.” 

The unions in the skilled trades now 
known as the Board of Building Mechan- 
ics, which seceded from the old Board of 
Building Trades, met yesterday afternoon 
at Eighty-sixth Street and Third Avenue. 
Though the meeting was a long one, ac- 
cording to Secretary Kelly, iittle business 


was done. He said that the Committee of 
Five appointed some time ago to see if a 
charge of conspiracy could be brought 
against the employers had been enlarged 
to a committee of ten. 

Secretary Kelly said that a plan of arbi- 
tration that had been submitted by the in- 
dividual employers in the Building Trades 
Umployers’ Association to their employes, 
who were told that when the unions ac- 
cepted it they might go back to work. 

If the unions had been consulted,”’ he 
continued, “the plan might have been ac- 
cepted. As it is now it is a one-sided 
agreement. We will have nothing to do 
with unskilled labor, and will keep our 
agreement with the Lumber and Building 

aterial Drivers’ Associations. Some 
unions have agreements already in force 
with members of the Building Trades Em- 
ployers’ Association. It is possible that the 
shut-down may be construed by them as 
violations of the agreements, and they may 
make new demands before work is re- 
sumed. If we did the same om as the 
employers, and stopped work untill a plan 
of arbitration Pp iopesed by us was ac- 
cepted, it would be looked upon as viola- 
tions of any existing agreements.”’ 

As to the unions accepting the agreement, 
he said, seven-tenths had either tabled it or 
thrown it in the waste basket. 

The remnant of the old Board of Build- 
ing Trades met at Brevoort Hall.

BROKER DIES MYSTERIOUSLY. 


Coroner Says That Hiram L. Doolittle 
May Have Committed Suicide. 


Hiram L, Doolittle, a broker, with offices 
in the Produce Exchange, a graduate of 
Williams College, Class of 1869, and a 
member of the University Club, died at the 
New York Hospital last night. Coroner 
Sholer and the hospital authorities believe 
morphine poisoning caused death, and Cor- 
oner Sholer said that there was reason to 
believe it was a case of suicide. 

For two weeks Mr. Doolittle had occupied 
apartments at 52 East Thirtieth Street, 
which he rented from Miss Josephine Car- 
rier, who up to May 1 conducted a private 
school there. Prior to that time he had 
lived a few doors below. Mr. Doolittle was 


a reticent man, and few of his acquaint- 
ances knew anything about his past and 
present life. 

Sunday afternoon and evening Mr. Doo- 
little was at the University Club and ap- 
peared to be in excellent health. He spent 
the afternoon reeging and writing. He 
left the club a little before 9 o'clock and 
went home, retiring soon after, Yester- 
day morning he said that he had not been 
feeling well all night, and asked ‘that Dr. 
Asa Iglehart of 77 West Fiftieth Street be 
sent for. Dr. Iglehart, after examining 
him, advised him to go to the New York 
Hospital. He consented to do so, and was 
taken to the institution. On his arrival, 
according to Ceroner Sholer, he appeared 
to be in a stupor. He grew worse, and 
died at 7 o'clock, An autopsy will be per- 
formed on the body to-day. 

Mrs. Royce, a friend of Mr. Doolittle 
lives at 50 Bast Thirtieth Street. She said 
last night that Mr. Doolittle had dined at 
times with her and her son. He had no 
relatives in New York City. He came from 
Champlain, N. Y., some time ago, and had 
been for some years a broker on the Pro- 
duce Exchange. She knew little about him 
except that he was addicted to the use of 
narcotics because of insomnia,

FURTHER AUDIENCE ARRANGED. 


Another Jewish Delegation to Discuss 
Kishineff Matter with the President. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, June 15.—Representative 
Goldfogle of New York conversed with the 
President this afternoon and explained 
that he had been requested by the Free 
Sons of Israel and Order of B'rith Abra- 
ham and other Jewish fraternities to ask 
the President to give audience to a delega- 
tion representing those societies on the 
Kishineff massacre. 
Mr. Goldfogle says the idea that there is 
no precedent for this Government making 
representations to Russia in regard to the 
persecution and massacre of the Jews in 
that country is erroneous. In the last 
Congress a resolution introduced in the 
House by Mr. Goldfogle was adopted, re- 
questing the Secretary of State to inform 
the House whether any citizens of Jewish 
faith, holding passports issued by this 


Gover:.ment, were barred from Russia, and 
in the course of the debate Mr. Goldfogle 
cited instances where this Government ha 
addressed the Russian Government on the 
persecutions of the Jews. He referred to 
the annual message sent to Congress, Dec. 
4, Res by President Arthur, in which he 
said: 

Our long-established friendliness with Russia 
has remained unshaken. It has

It has not transpired 
that any American citizen has been subjected 
to arrest or injury, but our country’s remon- 
strance has nevertheless been courteously re- 
ceived.

This Government has found occasion to express 
in a friendly spirit, but with much earnestness,

States—many other countries being closed to 
them—is largely increasing and is likely to as- 
sume ge which may make it difficult 
to find homes and employment for them here, 
and to seriously affect the labor market. It is 
estimated that over 1,000,000 will be forced 
from Russia within a few years. 

The Hebrew is never a beggar; he has always 
kept the law—life by totl—often under severe and 
oppressive civil restrictions, It {s also true that 
no race, sect, or class has more fully cared for 
its own than the Hebrew race. But the sudden 
transfer of such a multitude under conditions 
that tend to strip them of their smal! accumula- 
tions and to depress thelr energies and courage is 
neither good for them nor for us. 

The banishment, whether by direct decree or 
by not less certain indirect methods, of so large 
a number of men and women is not a local 
question. A decree to leave one country is in 
the nature of things an order to enter another— 
some other. This consideration, as well as the 
suggestion of humanity, furnishes ample ground 
for the remonstrances which we have presented 
to Russia, while our historic friendship for that 
Government cannot fail to give the assurance 
that our representations are those of a sincere 
well-wisher,

YACHT ESTELLE CAPSIZED “Get the Habit” 


Heavy Puff Turns Her on Her Side 
in Glen Cove. 


L. J. Callanan, His Guests, and the Crew 
Saved by a Steam Yacht—Mr. 
Callanan Explains. 


During the New York Yacht Club races 
off Glen Cove, on Long Island Sound, yes- 
terday afternoon, L. J. Callanan’s schooner 
yacht Estelle, while following the racers, 
Was capsized at 2:30 about two miles off 
the Larchmont Yacht Clubhouse, by a 
heavy northeasterly puff. The owner, @ 
party of friends, and a crew of eight men 
were aboard at the time, but they were 
picked up by Harrison B. Moore’s steam 
yacht Zara before they had suffered any- 
thing more serious than wetted clothing. 
The big tugboat J. B. King, which was 
near by at the time with two barges in 
tow, got a line to the schooner, and towed 
it across the Sound to Cold Spring Harbor, 
where it now lies, nearly all under water, 
near Abram’s shipyard. The top of the 
after cabin was picked up by the tug 
Unique, which was laying the course for 
the racing yachts, and left at the Jacob 
yard, City Island. 

The Estelle was not entered in the races, 
and at the time of the accident she was 
about a mile on the second leg headed, 
seutheast for Lloyd’s Point, where the 
yachts were to make the second turn of the 
triangular course, In order to catch up 
with the yachts a No. 2 jibtopsail was 
set. The wind was blowing about twelve 
knots and the Estelle was carrying fore 
and main gaff topsails over her lower 
canvas and jib, staysail, and jibtopsail. A 
eavy puff struck her and her Captain 
tried to put her up into the wind, but her 
sail was too much for her, and in an in- 
Stant she went over to starboard and lay 
on her beam ends. A number of yachts 
were in the vicinity, among them the Zara 
and Adrian Iselin, Jr.’s, Surf, and they 
stcod by to give assistance. Mr. Callanan, 
his guests, and the crew scrambled up on 
the gunwale and were soon taken off. 
The Estelle’s centreboard jammed during 
the Atlantic Yacht Club race last week, 
and it is thought that a similar occurrence 
yesterday may have been responsible for 
the accident, She is 91.2 feet long over 
all, ‘785 feet on the water line, and 22.10 
feet beam, having been built by J. Rich- 
ards of Norwalk twenty-nine years ago. 
/'1882,> when. James (D. Smith was Com- 
modore of the New York Yacht Club, the 
Estelle was the flagship of the fleet. Mr. 
Callanan, who also owns the schooner; 
Eclipse, bought her recently from the Rev. 
James J. Dougherty. 

M. Callanan, who reached home from 
Oyster Bay at 10:15 o’clock last night, said 
that the Estelle was not seriously injured 
by her upset. He explained that he, his 
nephew, James C. Madigan, and another 
friend and a crew of eight were on a short 
cruise in the Sound, and, merely to com- 
are the Estelle with the Ariel and the 
atrina, were following them over the 
course. The yacht was headed southeast 
on the second 1 of the triangle, with 
sheets to starboard, when the accident oc- 
curred. They had just spread a No. 2 jib 
topsail, and the Increased amount of can- 
vas was too much for the boat. 

Mr. Callanan went aboard the J. B. King 
after his rescue by the Zara, and accom- 
panied his yacht to Oyster Bay, which was 
reached at 5:30 P. M. There he made ar- 
rangements for the care of the Estelle, and 
to-day a wrecking tug of the Merritt & 
Chapman Co. will right here and pump her 
out.

NEW. CONSTITUTION LIBERAL 


A Revival of That of 1888—Prince 
Peter Accepts the Crown and Sends 


a Message Praising the 
Servian Ministry. 


BELGRADE, ‘June 15.—With scarcely the 
excitement which marks an ordinary féte 
day in the capital, Servia to-day instituted 
a new dynasty. Within less than two hours 
from the time of meeting in the wing of the 
royal palace in which King Alexander and 
his Queen were shot down, the Senate and 
Skupshtina in joint session had legally and 
with due formality elected Prince Peter 
Karageorgevitch King of Servia and had 
telegraphically notified him of the fact. 

The ‘Senate and Skupshtina, on assem- 
bling to-Gay, listened to a proclamation 
réad by President Velimirovitch, who took 
thé chair, and which ran thus: 

“Every ‘one knows of the events which 
took place last Wednesday night, when the 
late. King Alexander lost his life. Servia 
remains without a King or heir to the 
throne. ‘The friends of the Fatherland, 
having heard of the event, met to discuss 
what should be done for the country. The 
result of their consultation has been the 
constition of a Government, as has been 
already announced in last Thursday's Offi- 
cial Guzette. 

“The Government, having undertaken 
the task of administering the country, 
considered its first duty was to maintain 
peace, law and order, and to convoke Par- 
Hament to elect a King. In order that the 
election should take place in accordance 
with the Constitution, the Government has 

t im force the Constitution of April 6, 
901, with the addition of the laws existing 
before the coup d’état of March 24 last. 
It has convoked the Parliament actually ex- 
isting, which was elected by constitutional 
means. 

“The Government declares with gladness 
that, helped by the wise conduct of the 

ple and the patriotism of the brave 

rvian army, it has maintained peace and 
order throughout the country. The Gov- 
ernment is convinced that in this way it 
has fulfilled its chief duty to the Father- 
land. In the present difficult circumstances 
the Government leaves it to Parliament to 
feliberate on the events of Wednesday and 
> the Government’s conduct since that 
ay. 

“In opening Parliament the Government 
récalls to the people’s representatives their 
jirst duty to the Fatherland, namely, te 
elect a King and pronounce regarding a 
Constitution. 

“The -Government salutes the nation’s 
representatives, and hopes that they will 
achieve the happiness and prosperity of the 
country. 

“Leng live the Servian people!’ 


LEGISLATORS GO TO CHURCH. 


The members then proceeded to church, 
returning a little later to the palace. 


The ceremony of electing the King was 
conducted in the Salle des Fétes, which 
had been specially arranged for the occa- 
sion. The Metropolitan of Belgrade and 
the Bishop of Nish, in their full robes of 
office, lent the sanction of their presence. 
The members of the provisional Govern- 
ment and the Presidents of the Chamber 
and Senate sat at the head of the white and 
sold decorated hall, among them Col. 
Alexander Maschin, Queen Draga’'s cousin, 
anid now Minister of Public Works, in 
fuli military uniform, while below them 
were prupes the members of the Senate 
andthe Skupshtina, for whose accommo- 
dation the beautiful gilded chairs used at 
the State balis given by the late King had 
been requisitioned. A tew privileged spec- 
tators occupied the remainder of the hall, 
among them the Secretaries of the various 
legations, though none of the Ministers 
lately accredited to King Alexander's Court 
were present. The audience included a 
number of women, the wives and relatives 
of State officials. 

Soon after 8 o'clock this morning a 
crowd, which remained curiously impass- 
ive, gathered before the Konak, which bore 
mo traces of the recent tragedy. Nobody 
was allowed on the sidewalk in front of the 
Palace, which was guarded by troops. The 
crowd, mainly composed of students and 
peasants, diverted themselves with a sheet 
eeld by hawkers which bore .a portrait of 
Prince Peter Karageorgevitch and his fam- 
ily, headed “‘Our New King.’’ There was 
an air of quiet certainty about the spec- 
tators which betokened confidence that the 
ceremony within was purely formal. Pres- 
ently the band of the Seventh Regiment, 
to which many of the conspirators be- 
longed, marched past playing patriotic airs. 


RESOLUTION OF AMNESTY. 


During the absence of the Senators and 
Deputies. at church the journalists and 
guests waited in the Salle des Fétes. Upon 
the reassembling of the National Assembly 


a resolution of general amnesty was adopt- 
ed. President Velimirovitch, dressed in 
evening costume and wearing the broad 
red sash of the Servian Order, then rose, 
and, addressing the Assembly, said they 
had now to elect a King of the fatherland. 

The forma! motion that Prince Peter 
Karageorgevitch be elected King of Servia 
was moved by a Radical Deputy named 
Neschitch, who was attired in the national 
costume. Immediately a shout arose from 
the, Assembly of ** Long live Karageorge- 
viteh! ’’ “Each member was then called by 
name and rose quietly from his seat and 
gave his vote for “Peter Karageorge- 
vitch.”’ 

There was absolute unanimity, no other 
name but that of Prince Peter being pro- 
neunced. The result was greeted with loud 
cheers, and then the Minister of Justice, 
M. Schiokovitch, hastened to the balcony 
overlooking the street and announced to the 


le: 
ester I. of the dynasty of the Kara- 
georgevitchs is your King. You are con- 
gratulated upon the unanimous vote of 
your representatives.”’ 

The crowd responded with cheers upon 
cheers, which, however; had the effect of 
being somewat mechanical; as though pro- 
ceeding from well disposed groups. At the 
faine time a royal salute of i101 guns was 
fired: -

front of the Ko:#k had resumed its normal 
arnect. 

The day’s proceedings, on the whole, were 
charactedized by singular impassiveness. 
Only in the unreserved admiration shown 
for Col. Maschin and the other conspirators 
could it be seen that the event was emi- 
nently,popular. It was evident at the cere- 
mony. during which Col. Maschin was a 
conspicuous figure, how proud he is of his 


work. 

When, later in the day. the late Queen 
Draga’s regiment. with the other troops of 
the garrison, took the oath of allegiance, 
it was obvious, that.the men were in com- 

lete ignorance of what they were doing. 
Whey swore allegiance to a Constitution 
which has not yet been formulated. The 
utter vacancy in their faces showed that 
they would as readily have taken an oath 
of allegiance to the Czar or the Emperor 
of Austria. Servia, having no nobility, is 
governed. by the military and official 
Glasses, whom the masses blindly obey. :

The Provisional Government has: refused 
the necessary permission to several Hel- 
grade families who wanted to emigrate, 
making it known that until normal condi- 
tions are restored such permits will not be 
granted. 

The new King is said to have accepted 
the Constitution of 1888, but the whole 
matter is very vague, and-the fact that 
this question was not settled before King 
Peter was elected is the occasion for much 
dissatisfaction in the Skupshtina. 

VIENNA, June 15.—King Alexander's 
private secretary, M. Petronivitch, who was 
regarded as being one of the most faithful 
of the late Kings adherents, has caused a 
sensation by telegraphing to King Peter, 
in the name of the entire Petronivitch 
family, their desire to render homage to 
King Peter, assuring him that they will 
serve him as faithfully as they served 
King Alexander. 


LONDON, June 16.—The’ Servian Minister 
in London received official notification of 
the election of King Peter yesterday after- 
neon. The telegram was signed by M. 
Kalievitch, Foreign Minister in the Pro- 
visional Cabinet, and said: 

“The Skupshtina and Senate, meeting to- 
gether in joint congress, unanimously pro- 
claimed Peter Karageorgevitch King of 
Servia.”’ 

The telegram instructed the Minister to 
announce the news to the British Foreign 
viiice, 

The Minister, in an interview, drew at- 
tention to what he considered to be an im- 
portant fact, namely, that the national 
representatives had not decided to offer 
the Crown to Prince Peter, but had actually 
proclaimed him ne thus leaving him no 
choice of a refusal in case dny power had 
advised him not to accept the throne. It 
was of course possible, said the Minister, 
that the suggestion might have been made 
that the King should pass on the crown to 
his son. 

The Minister considered the action of the 
Servian Parliament to have been. wise, 
since it shut the door to all intrigues. He 
added that the immediate effect of the 
proclamation of Prince Peter as King 
would be to insure tranquillity throughout 
the country, He anticipated that a depu- 
tation had already been appointed to pro- 
ceed to Geneva and accompany King Peter 
to Belgrade. Probably, he added, the 
King’s first act would be to request the 
Provisional Government to remain in pow- 
er until his arrival. 


KING PETER’S HARD TASK. 


Difficulties Which Confront Him—He 
Will Have to Deal Vigorously 
with the Army.

LONDON, June 16.—The first task of 
the new King of Servia, says the Vienna 
correspondent of The Times, will be to 
deal with the murderers of his prede- 
cessor. He has strongly condemned their 
violence, and doubtless understands that 
unless he rules them with an iron sceptre 
they will rule him at the sword’s point. 
His task is hard and dangerous enough 
to try the mettle of the stoutest mon- 
arch. 

Next to the army comes the Church. 
The worthy Metropolitan has evinced an 
elasticity of temperament fit to excite 
the jealousy of the Vicar of Bray. He 
baptized, anointed, and married the hap- 
less King Alexander, but has declined 
to sanction the celepration of a requiem 
service for him and has hastened ‘to deck 
his house with bunting. 

The Times’s correspondent at Belgrade 
says the officers of the garrison have 
held a meeting and have arrived at the 
following decisions: 

First—That no recompense be given to 
those officers who prepared and executed 
the conspiracy against King Alexander 
and Queen Draga. 

Second—That the officers suspended by 
the late Government for press offenses, 
who have resumed their uniforms in the 
last few days, must await reinstatement 
by the properly constituted tribunal. 

Third—The army will only accept a 
constitutional monarchy, 

Fourth—The army declares its readi- 
ness to accept the choice of a new sover- 
eign made by the National Assembly. 

It seems, adds the correspondent, that 
King Peter will be obliged to subscribe io 
certain conditions before taking the coro- 
nation oath. The principal of these, it is 
stated, is the restoration of the liberal 
Constitution of 1888S and the abolition of 
that of 190!. The former was bestowed 
by King Milan, who left the country the 
following year. The abolition of the Con- 
stitution of 1991 means the disappear- 
ance of the Senate. 

Popular rejoicing, says the correspond- 
ent, is not very demonstrative. All the 
bunting available has already been 
placed in evidence by the police and no 
fresh supplies have arrived. The general 
feeling may be summed up as “Le Roi 
est mort. Vive le Roi!” 


NEW KING’S CONDITIONS. 


Exile of the Assassins Said to be One 
of Them—Proclamation to the 
Servians. 


June 15.—Prince Peter Kara- 
has telegraphed his accept- 
Servian throne. He has also 
telegraphed to the Emperors of Russia 
and Austria and to the King of Italy an- 
nouncing his election and adding that he 
hopes to work for the good of Servia. 

The King received calmly, but with evi- 
dent satisfaction, the telegraphic notifi- 
cation of his election. Subsequently, as he 
received congratulations, he became more 
excited, laughed hysterically, marched vig- 
orously up and down the room, and finally 
flung himself into a chair, trembling with 
excitement.

stated to be subject to the following con- 
ditions: 

First—That the action of the Skupshtina 
is constitutional and entirely free from 
bribery or force. 

Second—That those directly implicated in 
the assassinations and revolution shall be 
exiled. ;

Fourth—That an official delegation come 
here to confer with him.

ATTITUDE OF THE POWERS. 


King Peter Will Probably Be Recog- 
nized, but a Cabinet of Assassins 


May Be Objected To. 


PARIS, June 15.—It is said in official 
quarters that the negotiations between the 
powers regarding their attitude toward 
Servia have now resulted in an agreement 
that ‘the Ministers of the various powers 
shall remain at Belgrade, in order to look 
after the current interests of their Govern 
ments, each Minister receiving practically 
identical instructions. 


The agreement to retain the Ministers 
at Belgrade appears to have met with 


Strong objection on the part of some of | 


the powers. The British Government first 


made known its desire to withdraw its 
Minister from Belgrade, but later con- 
curred with the other powers. 

The French Foreign Office considers that 
the agreement of the powers to accept 
the decision of the Skupshtina appears to 
assure the powers’ recognition of King 
Peter. The officials say the agreement did 
not include any conditions relative to the 
punishment of the parties responsible for 
the assassinaticus. 

The Temps, in a dispatch from Belgrade, 
prints an interview with the new Minister 
for Foreign Affairs, M. Kalievitch, in 
which he ts quoted as saying: 

“The powers at first hesitated concern- 
ing their attitude, but on receiving fuller 
official information as to the causes lead- 
ing up to the tragedy they have manifest- 


ed no intention of interfering in Servia's 
affairs. Vienna and St. Petersburg ive 
satisfactory assurances, Berlin is more 
reserved, because Germany ts less directly 
concerned, but [-am sure she will not op- 
pose us. Servia is tranquil, and now re- 
sumes her normal conditions.” 

The Minister also gave a detailed verson 
of the tragedy, declaring that King Alex- 
ander’s course was responsible for it, and 
adding: 

* The post-mortem examination of the 
King's body revealed the secret of his in- 
competency, .I mention only one detail— 
the doctors found that the bones of his 
skull were three times the thickness of 
those of an ordinary man.” 

The Minister further asserted that his- 
tory would record that the sufferings of 
Servia under recent reigns were chiefly 
due to the intrigues of women. 


BERLIN, June 15.—The election of Prince

he Foreign Office officials believe that 
the recognition of King Peter will not cre- 
ate any difficulty anywhere, and that it 
will follow in due course after the neces- 
sary formalities. 


VIENNA, June 15.—An official of the 
Austrian Foreign Office said to-day that 
the fact that Prince Peter Karageorgevitch's 
election as King of Servia was quick and 
unanimous, however sad might be the con- 
ditions surrounding it, might be regarded as 
a fair augury for the speedy return of 
normal conditions in Servia. It was great- 
ly to be hoped that the new Government 
would enable the powers and every one else 
to forget as soon as possible the cruel 
events which had recently convulsed that 
country. 

Seldom, the official added, had policy and 
sentiment been confronted with such almost 
irreconcilable contradiction, but he belleved 
that the best had been done under the cir- 
cumstances. 

LONDON, June 16.—In the House of Com- 

mons yesterday Thomas Gibson Bowles 
(Conservative) inguired if the Governmeat 
proposed to continue diplomatic relations 
with the persons concerned in the assissi- 
nation of the King and Queen of Servia, 
who had now assumed the Government of 
Servia; what attitude the Government in- 
tended to assume in consequence of recent 
eyents, and whether any communications 
were passing between the powers with a 
view to concerted action.

HOPE FOR SERVIAN EXILE. 


Friends Working for John Gollmar, an 
Editor Who Was Punished for 
Exposing Queen Draga. 


Special to The New York Times. 
JANESVILLE, Wis., June 15.—Two words 
received to-day by John Gollmar, an exiled 
Servian editor, have assured him that his 
friends are working for him at Belgrade, 


and that his sentence of exile will be re- 
voked. Gollmar was driven out of Belgrade 
in November, 1901, because he dared to 
print the truth about Queen Draga's at- 
tempt to palm off an heir upon the King.

DEBATE IN HOUSE OF LORDS 


LONDON, June 16.—The discussion of 
preferential tariffs was revived in the 
House of Lords yesterday afternoon by 
Lord Goschen, (Conservative,) who. called 
attention to the recent declarations of Cabi- 
net Ministers on the subject. Lord Goschen 
asked the Duke of Devonshire (Lord Presi- 
dent of the Council) to speak as frankly on 
this subject as some of his colleagues, and 
pointed out that the whole question rested 
upon the taxation of food. He considered 
that the colonies were asking infinitely 
more than they themselves were prepared 
to give, and dwelt on the difficulties which 
the taxation of food would create and the 
danger of tying Great Britain's hands by 


an agreement with the colonies involving 
such a tax. He challenged the statement 
that higher wages would result therefrom, 
and said the whole scheme was a gamble 
with the food of the people. He hoped the 
Duke of Devonshire would tell the House 
that he had refused to take a hand in it. 

The Foreign Minister, Lord LansdoWne, 
Said he did not wish to disagree with the 
yractical point Lord Goschen had raised. 
t was necessary to act with extreme cau- 
tion before committing themselves to a 
radical departure from free trade principles. 
He wished it to be clearly understood that 
the Government had not proposed any 
measure to the country. The plan put for- 
ward was not one to which any member of 
the Government was committed. It had 
been broached simply because the signs of 
the times showed that such a discussion 
would soon be inevitable. It was impossible, 
after the resolutions ee by the colonial 
conference, to brush those suggestions 
lightly aside. But the Government was go- 
ing into the investigation with a_ perfectly 
open mind. If it collected statistics it 
would not be with the object of supporting 
any particular thesis or gg A 

Lord Balfour of Burleigh, cretary for 
Scotland, said he considered that the mat- 
ter was worthy of the attention of the 
most ardent free trader, though person- 
ally he had no expectation that the in- 
quiry would show that the preferential plan 
was either practicable or desirable. 

The Duke of Devonshire said he failed to 
understand why any one should object to 
an inquiry, and he Heved that the Oppo- 
sition, whether they liked it or not, would 
be compelled, to take a share in the great 
inquest. Great caution, however, was neces- 
sary before they altered Britain's fiscal 
system. If he knew that every workingman 
would vote ih favor of trying the experi- 
ment, and that the colonies were willing, he 
still would not be a party to a trial of the 
experiment unless he was convinced in his 
heart and conscience that it was justified 
on sound economic grounds, and would ben- 
efit the great masses of the people. 

Lord Goschen then withdrew his motion, 
and the subject was dropped. 

The debate showed that there was little 
sympathy among the members of the upper 
Chamber with Colonial Secretary Cham- 
berlain's plan, but several Peers declared 
themselves in favor of a discussion of and 
an inquiry into the subject. : 

A number of questions bearing: on Mr. 
Chamberlain's proposals were asked in the 
House of Commons yesterday. Premier 
Balfour, replying to Mr. Labouchere, (Ad- 
vanced Liberal,) said the inquiry into the 
suggested changes in the fiscal system 
would be conducted by the Government, 
which would be responsible therefor. 

Asked if it was proposed to protect 
Canada by retaliating on Germany, Mr. 
Chamberlain said the situation created by 
the differences between Canada and Ger- 
many was precisely that upon which he 
had invited a discussion, with a view to 
ascertaining the opinion of the country. 

When asked to name the countries which 
denied to British imports complete most- 
favored-nation treatment the Parliamen- 
tary Secretary of the Board of Trade, Mr. 
Law, sald the United States and Portugal 
were the only countries with the exception 
of the Central and South American Re- 
publics. ,

The unexpected announcement of Lewis 
Wixon’s resignation and the explanation by 
Charles M. Schwab about his connection 
with the affairs of the company were fol- 
lowed by. further statements from others 
interested in the matter. Samuel Unter- 
myer of Guggenheimer, Untermyer & Mar- 
shall, attorneys for the bondholders that 
are asking for the appointment of a re- 
ceiver, issued a long statement in which 
he replied in detail to the allegations con- 
tained in Mr. Schwab's statement. 

MR. UNTERMYER’S STATEMENT. 

Mr. Untermyer’s statement read as- fol- 
lows: 

“Phe endeavor of the bondholders at this 
juncture is to save the property. That can 
best be accomplished through the appoint- 
ment of a receiver. The final reckoning 
with the people who are responsible for this 
wreck within a year of the formation of 
the company will come later. The case is 
in the courts, and it ought to be tried 
there. I do not approve of the attempts to

trates the completeness with which the en- 
tire properties are being turned over to 
Mr. Schwab. I am sure he fully appre- 
ciates that nothing short of the power and 
respectability of this committee stands be- 
tween this plan.and its being regarded by 
the press and the public as an insult to the 
intelligence of business men. 

‘‘ Neither have the bondholders any quar- 
rel with Mr. Schwab beyond his present at- 
titude toward them. He is trying to make 
the best bargain he can with these bond- 
holders, whom he will find are not quite 
so helpless as he supposes when he offers to 
*“ compromise’ his second mortgage claims 
at 100 cents on the dollar and accrued in- 
terest and to give them part of what is 
left. If he really wants to be fair, while 
it is already late in the day for a change 
of heart, it is not yet too late.

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|MAGISTRATE MOTT 


PROMPTED TO YOTE 


Against Protest the Aged Judge 
Casts Deciding Ballot. 


Contest in the Board Over the Clerk- 
ship in the New Eighth 
District. 


The Board of City Magistrates met last 
night in the West Side Police Court Build- 
ing. All of*the fourteen Magistrates were 
present. The present incumbents were re- 
elected Clerks in the old police court dis- 
tricts. In the new Eighth District Law- 
rence V, Connoven was chosen, after a 
contest, in the course of which Magistrate 
Mott’s vote was challenged. 

The first division came on the question 
of a clerk in the Second District, where 
there were two candidates—Ludwig  F. 
Thoma, the present incumbent, and William 
Whittaker. The Magistrates, when their 
names were called, answered with the 
name of their choice. When Magistrate 
Mott's name was called he looked helpless- 
ly about the tables, and when Magistrate 
Deuel, who was presiding, restated the 
question, he said vaguely, “‘ I don’t know.” 

The question was then several times re- 
stated very carefully, and Magistrate Mott 
still seeming not to comprehend, Magistrate 
Cornell moved “that Magistrate Mott be 
excused from voting.” Magistrate Flam- 
mer raised the point of order that Magis- 
trate Mott had not asked to be excused, and 
the Chair sustained the point. 

Then Magistrate Crane, who sat next to 
Magistrate Mott, suggested that Thomas 


was the incumbent, and Magistrate Mott 
said, “I vote for him,” still in a dreamy 
voice, and the vote proceeded. 

Everything went smoothly till it came 
to the election of a clerk in the new dis- 
trict. This time again there were two 
nominations, Mr. Connoven and William 
Chamberlain. 

Again Magistrate Mott, when his name 
was called, did not appear to understand, 
and again the question was restated care- 
fully. Yet it was not. until Magistrate 
Crane again suggested the name that Mag- 
istrate Mott voted ‘‘ Connoven.”’ The vote 
stood then 8 for Conneven and 6 for Cham- 
berlain. 

Magistrate Barlow rose and said: “I 
challenge Judge Mott’s vote.” 

Magistrate Flammer said he thought the 
board could not reject a member's vote 
when that member was paeane and Mag- 
istrate Deuel ruled as follows: 

“TI think,” said he, “this board has no 
power to reject Judge Mott’s vote while 
Judge Mott is present. I so rule and I de- 
clare Mr. Connoven elected.” 

Magistrate Barlow sat down visibly. dis- 
pieased and the board soon adjourned. 
After the calling to order and previous to 
the elections, a recess of an hour was 
taken, during which time the members of 
the board remained behind closed doors. 
Magistrate Deuel said afterward that the 
beard has sent no official communication 
to Police Commissioner Greene. This in 
answer to a question as to whether the 
recess had not been occupied with the 
consideration of such a matter. 

It wes understood that most of the time 
of the session was taken up with the con- 
sideration of whether or not, in view of 
Magistrate Mott's illness, the voting should 
be held publicly. It is said that several of 
the members of the board were anxious 
that all of the meeting should be held 
behind closed doors. 


BROKERS THINK SULLY 
AT WORK IN LONDON. 


Cotton War for Higher Prices Carried 
Into Europe-g-New York Exchange 
Has One of the Wildest Open- 
ings in Its History. 


When Daniel F. Sully, the one-tim? bull 
leader of the cotton markct here, sat'ed 
for Europe a few weeks ago, it was given 
out that he was going to take a rest after 
the strenuous work of getting up a corner 
in cotton, in which he had heen engaged 
here for several months. Accyrding to dis- 
patches received from Liverpool by cotton 
firms in this city during the last week, it 
now turns out that the real purpose of Mr. 
Sully’s departure apparently was to carry 
the cotton war for higher prices into 
Europe. 

Shortly after his arrival in Liverpool the 

arket there began to show signs of un- 
usval excitement. The Liverpool market 
as a rule is quiet and dignified, even in 
times of activity. Recently, however, the 
Liverpool market has behaved worse than 
the market here. Every morning for some 
days reports of a wild opening have come 
from the English cotton centre. For some 
time nobody could explain what the reason 
for it was. It is now believed that the 
cause of it all is Mr. Sully. As one broker 
put it yesterday, it seems to be a case of 
**Mr. Sully-ully-ully-ooo,.”’ 

Futures abroad opened up 20 points and 
more yesterday in Liverpool. Of course, 
New York followed suit. The opening here 
was one of the wildest in the history of the 
Exchange. Orders from Kurove and New 
Orleans came in such volume that the 
shorts were badly frightened. and a regu- 
lar stampede followed. The first bids were 
from 10 to 30 points up, the biggest ad- 
vances being in the late Summer and early 
Fall months. This was due to the fact 
that the bull campaign nas heen extended 
from the July option to tne August, and 


new crop month deliveries. The shorts in 
July are about all under cover, but there 
are still a goodly number of bears in the 
August option. The rounding up of those 
who are still at large was, it is supposed, 
the object of the buying movement yester- 
day. 

In all their operations the bulls seem to 
have had the weather man as a persistent 
ally, For months it has rained when the 
crops needed sunshine, and the sun has 
shone when rain was wanted. ‘There are a 
few persons in Wall Streat who are nuw 
willing to gamble that this alliance will 
soon be broken, In the ineantime, how- 
ever, Mr. Sully, Col. Brown, and the other 
bulls are making money while the weather 
is still with them, 

It was said yesterday that if Mr. #ully 
should be favored abroad in his operations 
as he has been here he will not only be able 
to pay his traveling expenses, but aiso 
to put a dollar or so into luis savings bank, 
to say nothing of.a few purchases for per- 
sonal ddornment. 

The August option touthed the 12-cent 
mark yesterday, though at the close it had 
reached 11.96, an advance Yor the duy of 
14 points. The September option advanced 
from 10.97 to 11.87, and cther options 
showed similar gains, 


New Orleans Cotton Bullish. 
NEW ORLEANS, June 15.—The cotton 
market was again irregular and excitéd at 
to-day’s opening, and there was a stiff ac- 
vance caused by a continuance of the bull- 
ish operations of the Egyptian clique in 


Liverpool and the receipt of unfavorable 
crop news from the belt. July advanced 
14 points to 13.55; August, 18, to 13.38; Sep- 
tember, 18, to 11.74; October, 19, to 10.84, 
and December, 22, to 10.10. Locally trading 
was heaviest in the new crop months, due 
to poor crop outlook. Rain fell where it 
was needed, and warmer weather is wanted,

PLEA FOR NEGRO’S YOTE 


Republican Club Wants Congress 
to Investigate. 


Committee Recommends That Repre 
sentation Be Cut Down Wherever 
the Suffrage Is’ Abridged, 
North or South.

The Republican Club of the City of New 
York held its monthly meeting :ast night 
in its new home, 54-06 West Fortieth 
Street, the opening of the clubhouse being 
coincident with the meeting, at which reso- 
lutions were passed asking Congress to 
take up the question of suffrage as affected 
by the disfranchisement of the negro in the 
Southern States. Louis Stern, President 
of the club, presided, welcoming the mem- 
bers to their new home, ‘ 

C. H. Denison, Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Nationdl Affairs, read the report of 
the committee on the subject of resolutions 
introduced at the last two meetings of the 
club which dealt with the Fourteenth and 
Fifteenth Amendments of the Federal Con- 
stitution and the advisability of a reap- 
portionment in States where the right of 
suffrage has been abridged. 

Mr. Denison, in his report, urged the 
“wisdom of including involuntary servi- 


tude in the Thirteenth Amendment, which 
had become evident in the light of recent 
charges that a qualified form of slavery 
has been instituted in wide sections of the 
South in the form of peonage, founded on 
crimes often unjustly pronounced, which 
are used as a subterfuge for indefinite or 
perpetual servitude.”’ 

Continuing, he read in part as follows: 

*‘ An interesting question arises as to the 
effect of the Fitteenth on the Fourteenth 
Amendment. It is claimed by some that 
the Fifteenth Amendment abrogates the 
authority conferred on Congress by the 
Fourteenth, to reduce the represntation in 
States where the suffrage is abridged on 
account of race or previous condition, 
Others with equal persistency maintain the 
opinion that the only effect of the Fifteenth 
on the Fourteenth is to annul the consent 
implied in the Fourteenth that the suffrage 
may be reduced on account of race, and 
that the penalty, or condition, or conse- 
quence, whichever it may be called, of a 
reduced representation, remains. Their 
contention is, reducing the two amendments 
to equivalent terms, ‘ You shall not abridge 
the suffrage on the ground of race, color, or 
previous condition of servitude, but it ~ 
do it on this or any other ground than 
crime, your representation shall be re- 
duced.’ This, however, is a question for 
judicial determination. 

‘It is generally considered \that the three 
amendments were for the protection of the 
negro, but whatever may have been thse 
particular interest of the framers of them, 
it is clear that an educational qualification 
for the exercise of the suffrage is one of 
the conditions covered by the Fourteenth 
Amendment, and that it applies to any 
State, North or South, that restricts the 
sutfrage on the ground of illiteracy, and 
thege should be no hesitancy in enforcing it 
in Massachusetts if an attempt is made to 
enforce it in North Carolina, if the abridge- 
ment of the suffrage in both States is for 
the same cause. It needs no argument to 
show that a cheerful acquiescence in any 
ruJe should not be =yeee except when 
its application is made impartial: 

“Our cordial sympathy is extended to 
every community struggling with a debased 
or ignorant suffrage, and we should re- 
joice to see illiteracy excluded from the 
franchise throughout the Republic, and ap- 
lied of course without distinction of class. 
3ut in those States whose Constitutions 
comprise what is known as ‘the grandtfa- 
ther clause,’ the intent to discriminate 
against the negro could not have been 
made more plain if his exclusion from the 
suffrage had been expressed in the most 
specific and descriptive terms. 

“For some years past we have heard it 
asserted that the elimination of the negro 
from politics, and only that, can break 
‘the solid South.’ And the strangest 
thing in the whole controversy is to hear 
leading Southern epublicans reiterating 
this statement; eopreet the fact that the 
South is held solidly mocratic; urging 
that the rapidly developing industries of 
that section need the Republican policy of 
protection; that but for the color question 
the Republican Party would triumphantly 
carry the South; and yet themselves join- 
ing with the Democrats to take the ballot 
from the negro, the only class that can be 
relied upon to vote the Republican ticket in 
Presidential campaigns at least, and give it 
to the illiterate whites who are equally 
certain to vote for the Democratic policy 
of idleness and stagnation. 

“The Solid South is ‘loaded dice’ with 
which the Democratic Party plays. One 
hundred and -twelve votes are assured to 
thera in every Presidential election by 
methods abhorrent to every conception of 
justice or fair dealing. These we have to 
offset before the chances are even.”’ 

Mr. Denison then read a set of resolutions 
stating that it was admitted that in cer- 
tain States citizens are denied the right 
to vote at elections for the choice of elec- 
tors for President and Vice President of 
the United States and other offices, in- 
cluding the representatives in Congress, 
and that while acknowledging the au- 
thority in any State to make provisio 
for the exclusion of illiterates this shou 
be without distinction of race, class, or 
condition. The resolutions called for a 
searching investigation as to the extent 
to which the suffrage had been abridged. 

A. B. Humphrey, in seconding the resolu- 
tions, said the negroes were organizing to 
oppose disenfranchisement, and that was 
the best evidence of their qualification for 
the franchise. The business men of New 
York did not have an equal chance in Na- 
tional legislation, when they sent a man 
like Douglass to represent them, who wus 
opposed by a delegation of fourteen, whose 
total vote Was not equal to the one he re- 
ceived. 

Ex-Judge Hawes, in seconding the resolu- 
tions, said that they were not guite as full 
— nn would have them. Continuing he 
said: 

* But they contain the central idea that 
the people are to be stirred up as they were 
in the days of slavery, and that the Na- 
tional conscience is to be again aroused by 
the people who are not satisfied with a 
country one-half democratic and the other 
balf aristocratic.” 

The following resolution was also passed: 

* Resolved, That the Republican Club in- 
dorses President Roosevelt's spirited cam- 
paign to purify the public service.”’ 

The meeting was adjourned and the mem- 
bers, after looking over their new home, 
were served with refreshments. The club- 
house is situated at the south side of For- 
tieth Street, facing Bryant Park. The 
building is eleven stories in height. The 
first three floors are devoted to general 
club purposes, 

The first floor is occupied by the rece)- 
tion and lounging room, office, and at tne 
rear a sanye grillroom. On the second floor 
there are lounging and billiard rooms. The 
library and committee rooms are on the 
third floor. Five floors are devoted t5 
fifty-five rooms and suites. The ninth and 
tenth floors are devoted to the restaurant 
and banquet hall, and provision has beea 
made for a roof garden for the Summer 
time.

CARS OPEN TO WEATHER 


“Smokers” Run by Metropolitan 
on Recent Chilly, Rainy Days. 


Manager Root Says That the More Sea- 
sonable Vehicles Are Stored and 


Hard of Access. 


In the preponderating number of open 
cars which the Metropolitan Street Railway 
Company has been running during the last 
few days of chilly weather, men and wo- 
men who travel on the surface cars have 
been led to wonder who figures out the 
apportionment, 


Men without overcoats and women with- 
out wraps have wondered where the man 
got his idea as to what the public needs 
or wants. Standing on Broadway and 
waiting for a car affording some protec- 
tion from the driving rain and chilly winds 
was to induige in the phantom of hope. 
Men, coat collars turned up, sat in open 
cars braving the chilly blasts, and here and 
there women sought to shield babies in 
their arms. 


Oren Root, as General Manager of the 
company, does the figuring as to the num- 
ber of open, half-open, and closed cars 
which shall be run. His quarrel is with 
the weather man, who, he contends, keeps 
him guessing, and often deceives him en- 
tirely, 


“Tn compliance with an ordinance which 
the Board of Aldermen passed a year cr 
two ago,’ he said, “ we run one open to 
four closed cars during the Summer 
months. We can hardly start them too 
early or run them too late for passengers 
on the Second and Third Avenue lines. 
They like them immensely there. On other 
lines we sometimes hear from women, more 
particularly when it is cool. 

“We have about 1,000 open and 155 half- 
open cars. The open cars cost $3,500 each. 
That is, as you see, roughly, about $4,000,- 
000 worth of property which Hes idle half 
the year. That is for the comfort of the 
public. 

“We are compelled, for various reasons, 
to get the closed cars out of the way in 
Summer and the open cars in Winter. We 


do it by hoisting them to an upper floor in 
our various stations. Now, pleasing the 
public means money to us. If anybody can 
suggest a handier way for storing the cars 
we would like to hear from them. 

““We exercise the best judgment we can 
command about the time for housing. these 
ears. You will admit that it would ordina- 
rily be assumed that a. the middle of June 
the closed cars might be safely out of the 
way. It is hardly practical to haul them 
down and up again from day to day. 

“There is, however, something else to 
be considered. We may be found wanting 
in discretion on days when the thermome- 
ter drops by leaps and bounds. It is again 
not practicable, even if we keep a fair 

reentage of closed cars handy, to inter- 

ere with the daily routine of the system. 
To make a crew change from open to closed 
during the forenoon or afternoon is not as 
easy as it seems. The change cannot be 
made in the middle of trips—there is the 
‘car ahead’ proposition, you know. 

“It keeps me busy fi uring on the 
weather. I've tried to set the weather man 
aside, looked at the sky and all that, but 
in the end he beats me out. I thought a 
change was coming—a change which would 
make open cars a pleasure and a comfort. 

“This year the early hot spell fooled us 
some. The public is sometimes, if not un- 
reasonable, thoughtless. We want to please. 
It means money to us. But a large plant 
like ours cannot be run like a little horse 
car line.” 

** But the weather has continued cool for 
several days,’ was suggested. 

“Yes, but would you say that it would 
continue until to-morrow?” 


BRIDGE CAR OFF THE TRACK. 


Tears Up the Third Rail and an Elec- 
trical Display Results — Traffic 
Blocked Two Hours. 


The rear truck of the last car of & bridge 
train bound for New York jumped the track 
just outside the Brooklyn terminal shortly 
after 11 o'clock yesterday morning, and 
delayed traffic for about two hours. The 
car was dragged over a hundred feet before 
the train was stopped and the truck ripped 
up a section of the third rail, causing a 
bewildering electrical display. 

The passengers in the car, feeling it 
bumping along the sleepers and being 


blinded by the flashes of electricity, were 
in a state of terror. When the switchman 
turned off the power, however, they were 
easily assured of their safety and were 
helped from the car, which seemed to be in 
danger of falling on to the trolley tracks 
below. ‘ 

Engineer C. C. Martin of the Department 
of Bridges put a large force of men to work 
on the wreck, and in less than two hours 
the cars were running as usual. 

As a result of the blockade the crowds 
were forced to use the trolley cars, causing 
a good deal of confusion. A squad of po- 
lice, from the City Hall Station under 
Roundsman Tyler, were sent to the spot to 
regulate the traffic.

KILLING THE. GOOSE. 

The two “labor troubles” at present 
most conspicuous in this éountry equal- 
ly illustrate-the harm that the profes- 
siohal organizers of labor have done to 
labor, They are the building strike, or 
rather lock-out, here in New York, and 
the strike of cooks and waiters and 
chambermaids in Chicago. Each one of 
these has been precipitated by the labor 
politicians. It is perfectly safe to say 
that-none of the men who have brought 
on the trouble here in New York by 
their outrageous and intolerable preten- 
sions has done a day’s work at any 
building trade since he became an organ- 
izer of labor: It has been made evident, 
or, since there is a criminal trial or two 
pending, we must not say evident, but 
we may say likely, that the agitators 
have been mercilessly blackmailing one 
side and selling out the other. And we 
may be sure that the same state of 
things exists in Chicago, though the one 
traitor there discovered is a man who is 
accused of selling out the employers to 
the employed. 

Meanwhile the honest workman, be he 
mechanic, cook, or waiter, pays the ex- 
pense of the transaction. He quits work 
when he is told to do so, without any 
clear notion why. And he finds that he 
has lost so much time and money with- 
out any compensating benefit whatever. 
For both these strikes are evidently fail- 
ures. The “labor leaders” here in New 
York are whistling to keep up the cour- 
age of their dupes by saying that they 
can stand the present condition of a sus- 
pension of building operations as long as 
the employers can. But that is a mani- 
fest untruth. The difference is between a 
man who has to go without the profits 
which he expected to realize from a pro- 
jected operation and the man who has to 
go without his breakfast. And, if the 
strikers had succeeded, in either case or 
in both, and the walking delegate or 
other labor leader whose labor is ex- 
clusively with his mouth had “shown 
his power,"’ the success would still have 
been at the expense of the community, 
of the building interests of New York in 
the one case, of the accommodation of 
travelers in Chicago in the other. Work- 
ingmen of any class who make claims 
which the conditions of the business in 
which they are engaged will not justify 
are simply attacking that business and 
diminishing thelr own power to earn a 
living by their trade. They are killing 
the goose that lays the golden eggs. 

Here in New York the employers have 
announced their intention to fight the 
walking delegate to a finish, and to put 
him down once for all. It is a most wor- 
thy enterprise, in which they ought to 
have all the sympathy the public can 
give them. The man who owes his living 
to “representing " a trade at which it is 
his cherished ambition not to work is 
necessarily seeking his own advantage 
rather than that of those whom he as- 
pires to represent. His interest is not 
identical with theirs, It is different, and 
it may be opposed. He must be under a 
continual temptation to sell therh out, to 
threaten strikes which can be prevented 
from coming off by the payment of 
money to him, to instigate strikes which 
can be settled by the same means. This 
he will continue to do so long as he can 
find dupes among the actual workers 
who can be persuaded that their inter- 
est is his when it is so distinctly not. If 
the employing builders of New York or 
the hotel keepers of Chicago can succeed 
in extirpating the walking delegate, as 
the former have set out to do, they will 
be entitled to the gratitude of the com- 
munity in general, but to the particular 
gratitude of the workingmen whom the 
walking delegate exploits under pretense 
of representing them. 


KARAGEORGEVITCH. 

The newly elected King of Servia is in 
a position peculiar, if not historically 
unique. He has been a claimant to the 
throne during the reigns of two highly 
disreputable OBRENOVITCHEs, and has of 
course maintained that his title was bet- 
ter than that of either. Now he has been 
called to the throne by a vote of the 
Servian Assembly which is in form unan- 
imous, and which, so far as we can 
judge, does represent the sense of the 
Servian people. He combines the claims 
of popular election and what he would 
maintain to be hereditary right. There is 
no other claimant. For the natural son 
of MILAN by a Turkish mother, who has 
been brought up to consider himself a 
* Highness,’ has no clear reason for so 
considering himself. The unlamented 
ALEXANDER took precedence of him, and 
was so far from recognizing him that the 
immediate occasion of his taking off was 
probably the belief that he favored the 
succession of his wife's brother, who had 
no claim of any kind. Apparently the 
posting of a placard in Belgrade “ pro- 
claiming” the fillegitimate Turk, al- 
though it attracted enough attention to 
provoke a street fight, did not represent 
any serious Servian feeling, 

So Prince Perper has no choice but to 
become: King ‘'Perer. Nor is it fair to 
describe him as “the beneficiary of as- 
sassination ’ when assassination merely 
served to clear the way for his now in- 
contestable claims. Nobody now suspects 
him of complicity in the massacre of the 
palace. But he will find himself in a 
very unpleasant situation. It will be his 
first duty to prosecute the murderers, 
and they are the very persons but for 
whom he would not be in a position to 
reward or to punish anybody. They un- 


and 
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not punishment. If he ignores them in 
his distribution of offices, it seems that 
he ignores the majority party. If he rec- 
ognizes them he becomes a participant 
in their crime and incurs for himself the 
scandal of Servia. 

What will foreign nations do about it? 
How can Austria and Russia, which are 
chiefly concerned, consent to recognize 
& monarch who rewards not merely as- 
Sassins, but-assassins who have as much 
flouted the “divine right of Kings” as 
any murderous Anarchist? As to other 
nations, the question came up yesterday 
in the British House of Commons, Mr. 
Ba.rour’s treatment of it was rather 
non-committal, But it seems that the 
London Foreign Office has decided to 
break off diplomatic relations with Ser- 
via, provided the new King puts into his 
Cabinet any of the assassins of his pred- 
ecessor, That seems a sensible conclu- 
sion, and we should expect the precedent 
thus set to be followed by our own Gov- 
ernment. Even if King PETER should 
scandalize mankind by rewarding the 
murderers whom his first duty is to pun- 
ish, we shall not be forced to “ break 
off" diplomatic relations with Servia. 
Our Minister to that country is our Min- 
ister also to Greece and Roumania, with 
his headquarters at Athens. If Servia 
makes herself responsible for the murder 
of ALEXANDER and DraGa, Mr. JacKsON 
will not have, like some foreign Minis- 
ters, to “‘ withdraw" from Belgrade. He 
can simply refrain from going there. And 
we shall not in any case have the trouble 
of dismissing the Servian representative 
at Washington, for the excellent reason 
that there is no such functionary. 


THE COAL ARBITRATION DIFFICULTY 

It is much to be regretted that the op- 
erators, by putting themselves techni- 
cally in the wrong in refusing to allow 
their representatives to recognize the 
three district Presidents of the United 
Mine Workers as qualified arbitrators, 
have given the miners excuse for the 
ugly feeling which manifests itself in 
the discussions of the Scranton conven- 
tion. The proper attitude for the miners 
is to treat the matter good-naturedly, 
and by properly electing Messrs. FAHEY, 
NICHOLS, and Detrrey end the dispute 
as to the right of these men to act in the 
representative capacity in which they 
presented themselves at Wilkesbarre. 
They were elected by the Executive 
Boards of the three districts, and their 
right to serve was unquestionable under 
the letter of the Strike Commission 
award. Why the commission adopted the 
exact language in which is described the 
composition of the Arbitration Board, es- 
pecially in view of their refusal to accord 
the union formal recognition, no one 
seems to know. What they said as to the 
labor representation in the Arbitration 
Board was: “If there shall be a division 
of the whole region into three districts, 
in each of which there shal! exist an or- 
ganization representing a majority of 


Ahe mine workers of such district, one of 


said Board of Conciliation shall be ap- 
pointed by each of said organizations,” 
&c, The anthracite region is divided into 
three districts, in each of which there 
exists an organization including in its 
membership a majority of the mine 
workers. This organization is the local 
division of the United Mine Workers. 
There is no provision in the award for a 
convention in each district at which all 
mine workers were entitled to vote, to 
elect the representatives of labor, nor is 
it possible that this is what was intended. 
The whole text of Section 4 of the award 
shows that it means exactly what it says, 
and there is no room for more than one 
interpretation of its language. 

Up to this point the operators are 
clearly in the wrong. This, however, 
does not excuse the miners for wishing 
to precipitate another strike and thus 
put themselves and their organization 
even more in the wrong than the opera- 
tors. They should send their represen- 
tatives back to the place of meeting des- 
ignated, with 
as representing the organizations with 
which a majority of the mine workers 
are affiliated, and if they are then re- 
fused recognition on any hypercritical 
arbitrary interpretation of the award of 
the Strike Commission they will have the 
support of public opinion for any rea- 
sonable action they may take to express 
their just resentment. The whole com- 
plication is especially unfortunate, be- 
cause quite unnecessary. The operators 
can gain no advantage and may suffer 
great injury by delaying conciliation. 


THE MURDER OF M’FARLANE, 
The atrocious murder committed in the 
Criminal Courts Building yesterday is 
directly attributable to the “system” of 
police protection of crime which flour- 
ished to such a startling degree during 
the last Tammany administration. The 
murderer was a negro policy runner. The 
victim, CHARLES S. MCFARLANE, was the 
Superintendent of the Anti-Policy Soci- 
ety, a zealous and faithful worker in the 
crusade against the policy swindle un- 
dertaken by Capt. GODDARD and now en- 
ergetically pursued by the Police De- 
partment. The negro, WILLIAM SPENCER, 
was about to be tried on the charge of 
dealing in policy slips, and McFARLANE 
was to be a witness against him. There 
is abundant evidence in the nature of the 
crime itself that the negro was a man of 
brutal and criminal instincts. But his 
whole attitude toward the law and its 
agents, toward MCFARLANE, who was the 
instrument of the law, was the natural 
fruit of that entire superiority to law 
and contempt for law which was ob- 
served among the policy men during the 
long reign of their “ king,’ AL ADAmMs, 
now in Sing Sing. 

ADAMS considered himself, dnd was by 
others considered, to be about the most 
powerful man in this town. He had for 
years pursued a career of criminal swin- 
dling, and never appeared to ay jn 
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of the police. His. @xtrdordi- 
nary influence in Tammany circles was; 
notorious. Persons conversant wi 
criminal traditions in New York predict- 
ed that he would successfully defy even a 
reform administration and a reformed 
Police Department through the potency 
of his remarkable “ pull.’’ The security 
from molestation which Apams enjoyed 
was shared in a very great degree by the 
minor personages of the policy business. 
It cannot be doubted that he would in- 
spire them with a feeling of confidence 
in their immunity from arrest. The con- 


.viction and sentence of Apvams probably 


indisputable credentials ; 
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caused him more surprise than alarm. 
It was only when he was actually on the 
way to Sing Sing that his spirit broke 
and he gave up the fight. 

The negro SPENCER was evidently pos- 
sessed of this feeling toward the law 
when he found himself about to be ar- 
raigned in court. It was unendurable 
that he, a practitioner of the arts of 
ApAms, should be brought to bar like any 
common; unprotected criminal. His mur- 
derous act was the natural effect of the, 
working of such a feeling in a brutal and 
criminal mind. ; 

It was such a result: as has just been 
observed in Jackson, Ky., where a hotel 
belonging to Capt. Ewen has been de- 
stroyed by an incendiary fire attributed 
to the friends and partisans of one JETT, 
accused of murder, against whom Capt. 
EWEN as an eye-witness had testified. 
That is the sort of respect for law which 
obtains in certain uncivilized communi- 
ties in the State of Kentucky. Capt. 
EWEN had been threatened with assassi- 
nation. The Kentucky idea and the idea 
of the negro Spencpr are identical. There 
is a difference, however, in the treatment 
meted out in New York and Kentucky to 
the entertainers of such ideas. JeErTr’s 
friends will probably go on shooting un- 
til Capt. Ewen’'s family has been slain. 
But within less than three hours from 
the time that Spencer shot down Mc- 
FARLANE he was asked, standing before 
Recorder Gorr, to plead guilty or not 
guilty to an indictment for murder in 
the first degree; and he will be tried next 


week,

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——It grieves us more than a little that 
Dr. FREDERIC GRIFFITH, in replying to our 
comments on his theory that hydrophobia 
and tetanus are the same disease, should 
haye expressed the opinion that to enter 
upon a discussion with a newspaper was to 
invite a sting from a scorpion which, hav- 
ing inflicted its wound, would make its 
escape into a curtain rung down by the 
news editor. The figure is interesting and 
ingenious, but its intimation of unfair 
fighting on the part of newspapers is hard 
to bear, first because it ignores the possi- 
bility that there are differences between 
newspapers in this and other respects, and, 
second, because it makes no account of the 
fact that, with a. hundred controversies on 
its hands all the time, in dealing with any 
one of them a newspaper is forced con- 
stantly to remember that what may seem 
vastly important to a single correspondent 
may be weariness to a multitude of readers, 
This, we hope and are able to beli¢ve, is 
the explanation in most cases when the 
curtain is rung down, and, if the news- 
papers generally get the last word of an 
argument, that must be ascribed to the 
fact that newspaper men, including news 
editors, are only mortal, and the possession 
of power invites its use, with them as with 
other mortals. And it was hatdly necessary 
for Dr. GRIFFITH to assure us that tetanus 
is a serious malady. In saying that he held 
hydrophobia to be “merely tetanus,”’ we 
showed no disdain for the latter, but only 
a desire tc emphasize his contention ag to 
the likeness of the two. Would he callita 
parting sting if, before ringing down the 
curtain on this particular controversy, we 
should say that in giving cur “ merely ”’ 
the interpretation he did he drifted peril- 
ously close to the disingenuous, if not to 
t@e unfair? 


——Away back in 1560, Lady IsaBELL 
GRESHAM, widow of Sir RICHARD GRESHAM, 
in\tigated the grief which her death caused 
to the people of London by bequeathing 
certain houses in the city to “the warden 
and commona!ty of the mystery of Mer- 
cers,” in order that they might distribute 
annually £9 10s. among the poor of three 
parishes, in sums of 1s, 6d, to each so far 
as the income from the property would go. 
The Mercers’ Company accepted the be- 
quest, and has administered it ever since, 
very honestly, the members think, but 
others have a different opinion. For it 
seems that, though the rent of the prop- 
erty has steadily increased from £14 1s. 8d, 
in 1600 to £18 the year after, and in 1667 
had come to amount to £23; in 1743, to £195; 
in 1763, to £221; in 1778, to #251 10s.; in 
1783, to £288 15s.; in 1783, to £813; in 1803, 
to £822 10s.; in 1810, to £430; in 1815, to 
£810, and in 1819, to £902, during all this 
time the mercers gave yearly to the poor 
nouseholders only the £9 10s., which was 
all that Lady IsaBeLL thought the houses 
would produce. The balance was coolly 
covered into the general funds of the com- 
pany and used for its private purposes. 
About the year 1745 the affairs of the Mer- 
cers’ Company were in a state of embar- 
rassment, and several of their estates were 
vested, under the authority of certain acts 
of Parliament, in trustees for the payment 
of their creditors, and these houses were 
included in that settlement. The Charity 
Commissioners of London, in a report just 
issued, say: ‘Iv appears to have been 
always considered by the company that 
thece premises were given to them by Lady 
GRESHAM, subject only to a fixed charge 
of £9 10s., and we conceive this to be a cor- 
rect construction of her intentions, «l- 
though it is probable that, ff she could 
have contemplated the great increase that 
has taken place in the value of her prop- 
erty, some provision would have been made 
by her for the extension of those charities 
which were the principal object of her 
gift.” This story illustrates several things, 
among them British stability—not to say 
stolidity. It wouid take, of course, a read- 
ing of Lady GresHam’s will to determine 
just what grounds there are for “‘ conceiy- 
ing’ that she intended to give the mercers 
everything over a small fixed charge, but 
the probability mentioned by the Com- 
missioners seems to be a high one. 

~—Rarely, if ever, has there been a lack 
of public sympathy so neariy entire as in 
the case of the striking hotel employes in 

Chicago. Nobody, so far as we have seen, 
has a good word to say for them, and even 
the other labor organizationsin the city stand 
coldly aloof, and to appeals ior aid answer 
only with a command to recognize the 
association of the employers and get what 
it will grant in the way of arbitration, 
Yet it is the general impression that the 
waiters, and especially the employes who 
are with them in the strike, do have cer- 
tain grievances of considerable magnitude.

PRESIDENT A GUEST AT 
MONSTER SAENGERFEST 


Applauds Choruses of 6,000 
Voices at Baltimore. 


Madq an Address Before German Socie- 
ties—Other Distinguished Guests at 
Grand Concert of Northeast- 
ern Saengerbund. 


BALTIMORE, June 15.—A vast assem- 
blage wus present in Armory Hall to-night 
to listen to the grand concert of the North- 
eastern Saengerbund. 

Every one of the 9,000 seats in the Audl- 
torlum was occupied, 6,000 singers were 
on the stage, and standing room was at a 
premium. 

President Roosevelt occupied a magnifi- 
cently decorated box, and his appearance 
was the signal for unbounded enthusiasm 
and prolonged applause. Upon being in- 
troduced the President made an address, 
speaking as follows: 

“My fellow-citizens: Let me in the first 
place congratulate the City of Baltimore 
upon what she has done and upon the way 
she has done it, and then let me welcome 
the memovers of the Saengerfest Associa- 
tion and ail the guests of Baltimore this 
evening. 

“‘It is almost exactly 220 years ago that 


the first marked immigration from Ger- 
many to what were then the colonies in this 
Western Hemisphere, began. As is in- 
evitable with any pioneers, those pioneers 
of the German race on this side of the 
ocean had to encounter bitter privation, 
for the people that go forth to seek their 
well-being in strange lands, must inevitably 
be ready to pay as the price of euccess the 
expenditure of all that there is in them to 
overcome obstacles in their way. it was 
some fifty years later that the great tide 
of German immigration in colonial times 
began to flow hitherto, one of the lealors 
in it being Muhlenburg, the founder of 2 
family which has contributed to military 
and civil tife some of the worthiest figures 
in American history from the first. 

“Tt is meet and fitting to recall that here 
in this city was founded that colony which 
first of all on this Western Continent saw 
a Governmént modeled upon those _ princi- 
ples of religious freedom and toleration 
which we now regard as the birthrights of 
American citizens. [Applause.] 

“Throughout our career of development 
the German immigration to this country 
went tangy | onward, and the people who 
came here, those and their sons and grand- 
sons played an overmnenen sing part in the 
history of our people—a part that culminat- 
ed in the civil war; for every lover of the 
Union must bear in mind what was done in 
this Commonwealth, as_ in the Common- 
wealth of Missouri by the folk of German 
birth or origin who served so loyally the 
fiag that was theirs by inheritance or adop- 
tion. ([Applause.] 

“And here in this city I would be un- 
willing to let an occasion like this pass 
without recalling the part of incalculable 
importance played by the members of the 
Turnverein of Baltimore in saving Baiti- 
more to the Union. [Applause.] 

“In congratulating ee 4 man here to 
whom it was given to fight in the great 
civil war, in congratulating the men of 
Baltimore who in those dark days fol- 
lowed the lead of Sigel, Rapp, and Blum- 
erberg in playing well and nobly their 
pert in ———s the hands of Abraham 
aincoln, congratulate them thrice over 
because it was given to them to fight ina 
contest where the victors and the van- 
quished alike have bequeathed to us as a 
heritage, the memory of the valor and the 
leyalty to the right, as to each it was 
given to see the right, shared alike by the 
men who Wore the blue and the men who 
wore the gray in the great days of the 
civil war. [Applause.] 

“Terrible though that contest was, it 
paid for itself infinitely over and over 
again by what it left to us—not merely a 
reunited land, but above all the right as 
Americans to feel within us the lift toward 
lofty things which must come to those who 
xXviOW that’ their ‘fathers and forefathers 
have in theultimate entirely shown them- 
euves fit to rank among the men of all 
time. 

‘*In speaking a word on the occasion of 


this great musical festival, I wish to say,’ 


in the first place, that I only hope it may 
be given to me to listen long enough to you 
to make me feel that the men of this asso- 
ciation and kindred associations are not 
only adding to the common fund of pleas- 
ure, but are doing genuine missionary 
work of a needed kind when they hold 
such a festival as this. [Cheers and ap- 
plause. ] 

Besides the President there were a nurm- 
ber of other distinguished guests present 
including Gov.

This year, it appears, the permits of four 
of the dialect editions, of which the society

Several of the specific objections are 
noted in Dr. Bowen’s letter.

This 
also was objected to because it had not ap- 
peared earlier. 

In the case mentioned in the London dis- 

atch, objection was made to the word 

acedonia in Thessalonians, i., 7-8, and 
iv., 10. The first of these passages read: 

So that ye were ensamples to all that believe - 
in Macedonia and Achaia. 

For from you sounded out the word of the 
Lord, not only from Macedonia, &c. 

The second reference was: 

And indeed ye do it toward all the brethren 
which are in Macedonia. 

In this case it is explained that the vil- 
layet or State of Salonika covers the terri- 
tory in which was situated Tessalonica of 
Bible times, and the adjoining villayet of 
Monastir was traversed by Paul on his 
journeys through Macedonia. The objec- 
tion in this case is apparently to the use of 
the historic word Macedonia instead of the 
modern terms Salonika and Monastir, 
which, it is pointed out, have absolutely no 
Bible significance.

CATHOLIC BIBLICAL INSTITUTE, 


Creation of an Important Permanent Or 
ganization to be Proposed to 
the Pope. 


ROMB, June 15.—The Biblical Commis- 
sion appointed by the Pope, which numbers 
among its members some of the greatest 
Biblical scholars of various countries, fn- 
cluding Prof. Charles P. Grannan of the 
Catholic University of Washington, is. 
about to submit to the Pontiff an impor- 
tant proposition providing for the creation 
of a Superior Institute of Biblical Studies, 
The most learned professors will be gath-. 
ered within the institute to direct the 
studies of students who will devote them- 
selves entirely to this branch of learning, 
with the object of forming an authoritative 
organization ready to give weighty opinion 
on_ Biblical questions. 

* The seat of the institute has not yet been 
decided upon, but the majority of the Com- 
missioners are in favor of Rome, as giving 
more pve and prestige to the organiza- 
tion. The organ of the institute will be La 
Revue Biblique. It will be published in 
Paris, but is to be edited by the Dominican 
Fathers at Jerusalem, who will be trans- 
ferred to Rome. The programme of the in- 
stitute will include the revision of the 
e@. 

Before definitely deciding on the location 
of the institute, the Pope desires that a 
meeting of the entire Biblical Commission 
be held, but it is difficult to assemble the 
members from all parts of the world.

MINISTER BOWEN HERE. 


He Commends the Opening Address of 
United States Agent Morris 
at Caracas. 


Herbert W. Bowen, United States Min- 
ister to Venezuela, arrived here last night 
on the steamer Maracaibo. Mr. Bowen is 
on leave of absence for two months, after 
which he will go to The Hague. In speak- 
ing of Venezuela, Mr. Bowen said: 

“There are ten commissions sitting at 
Caracas for the settlement of claims against 


Venezuela. They are the United States 
Commission, the British, the German, the 
Italian, the Mexican, the French, the Span- 
ish, the Swedish and Norwegian, the Bel- 
gian, and the Dutch. 

“The agent, Commissioner, and umpires 
appointed by the President of the United 
States are without exception eminently 
qualified to perform their work not only 
creditably but admirably. The agent, Mr. 
Morris, produced an excellent impression 
by his opening address. When it is read by 
the American public it will be considered 
a masterpiece, strong, considerate, friendly, 
and eloquent.’’ 


GERMAN IN PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


Cari Schurz Says That He Is Strongly 
in Favor of Instruction in That 
Language. 


Carl Schurz has sent the following letter 
to the editor of the Staats-Zeitung: 

Sir: I am in receipt of your dispatch, but can- 
not take part in your controversy with Dr. Max- 
well because I have not followed tha matter 
closely enough to be conversant with the details. 
In regard to the question, whether German 
should be taught in the public schools, I can 
gay that I have always been strongly in favor of 
it. I only ask that it is done in a way which 
will be to the children of real value and arouse 
in them an interest for the language, but not 
in a way which tends to make this branch of 
instruction burdensome and disagreeable to the 
pupils. Nothing can do more to widen the hori- 
zon of a person than the knowledge of more than 
one language, The knowledge of German in ad- 
dition to English is in this respect for many 
reasons by far the most valuabls. The objection 
that the teaching of German together with that 
of English would unfavorably influence the pa- 
triotism of our children is nonsence pure and 
simple and shocking to every intelligant mind, 
and it really does not deserve serious considera- 
tion. 

In conclusion I can only express the hope that 
the instruction in the German language will be 
not only retained in the public schools of New 
York for the sake of appearance, but that it will 
be so arranged as to be of real benefit.

Court here to-day, ‘delivered a_ special 
charge to the Grand Jury investigating the 
peonage cases. He said these cases were 


by no means general, but confined to two 
or three counties, and ‘directed indictments 
_ on cases where the law had been vio- 
ated. 

In response to a request of the jury for a 
tonstruction of the Alabama statute known 
as the Seymour contract law, which per- 
mits persons to confess judgment for costs 
against persons convicted of misdemeanors 
and requires such persons so convicted to 
work out their fines, the court held the 
statute to be a yiolation of the Federal 
Constitution in that it was a civil contract, 
and no one could be imprisoned for debt or 
forced to serve a master to pay such debt. 

Judge Jones held that all connected with 
such conviction and hire of such convict 
except the committing Magistrate are 
liable to indictment under the Federa) 
statutes.

With consolation prizes in the shape of 
dinner invitations for the owners of beat- 
en horses, the post of host for the owner 
of the winner and the general feeling 
among those interested persons that they 
could not lose any way the race resulted, 
the Astoria, for fillies two years old, in @ 
“ sporting’ sweepstakes, at five furlongs, 
probably gave more general satisfaction in 
its outcome than any other event of the 
day at the Gravesend race track yesterday. 
As one other result of the running of the 
race, a notable body of turfmen dined at

YACHTS OF RAIN 


Reliance, Constitution, and Colum- 
bia Did Not Start at Glen Cove. 


N. ¥. ¥. C. Races for Glen Cove Cups 
and Annual Regatta Bring Out 
Only Six Starters. 


Reliance, Constitution and Columbia were 
to have started yesterday in the races 
for the Glen Cove coups, over the Glen 
Cove courses, in the Sound, but threaten- 
ing weather spoiled the race. The annual 
regatta of the New York Yacht Club, post+ 
poned from last Thursday on account of 
a dearth of entries, was also held yester- 
day, but when starting time arrived only 
six yachts in all were at the mark, and 
the three 90-footers did not put in an ap- 
pearance. The Columbia and Constitution 
remained at anchor in Glen Cove, and the 
Rellance was at her moorings off New 
Rochelle, and the covers remained on the 
mairsails of all the yachts. 

On account of the intermittent rain 
Squalls it had been agreed among the man- 
aging owners earlier in the day that the 
big yachts would not race. The arrange- 
ment evidently had met with some opposi- 
tion from Mr. Belmont, for when he was 
asked why the 90-footers did not appear 
he said: “You had better go to New 
Rochelle. He (Mr. Iselin) can give you a 
better reason than I can,’’ When he was 
asked if they would race Wednesday he re- 
plied significantly, “I presume go.” 

Mr. Iselin, who was seen aboard the 
tender Sunbeam while she lay at anchor 
in Echo Bay, near the Reliance, explained 
that the agreement not to race had been 
made in order to run no risk of wetting 
, the sails, ‘‘ We have not had our sails wet 
this year,’’ he said, “and on account of the 
threatening weather we agreed not to race 
to-day.” 

The concentration of interest in the Re- 
liance, Constitution, and Columbia was 
evidenced yesterday by the few starters in 
the annual regatta, ordinarily one of the 
most important events of the yachting sea- 
son, as the best boats in all classes usually 
compete, There were in ai only fifteen 
entries, and of these but six crossed the 
starting line. They were F. L. Leland’s 
schooner Ariel, at whose wheel was the 
veteran Capt. Hank Haff; the schooner 


Katrina, owned by James B. Ford; the 
rival sixty-footers Isolde and Eelin, owned 
by Frederick M. Hoyt and F. L. Rodewald 
respectively; F, Smith's Herreshoff 
sloop Effort, and L. D. Martens’s Surprise. 

The start had been scheduled for 12 
o'clock, and at that hour the rain had 
stopped falling and a fine breeze of from 
10 to 15 knots’ strength was coming in from 
the northeast. The big sloops, however, 
remained at anchor, and no signs of activ- 
ity about decks could be seen. The Re- 
gatta Committee signaled that the race 
would be postponed until later In the day, 
and at 12:45, when no more yachts had ap- 
peared, the preparatory gun was fired. 

The moope were sent over together, the 
Isolde getting over the line first 4 seconds 
after the n, at 12:55, but the Eelin, which 
followed seconds later, had the advan- 
tage of the windward position, and was 
able to pass the Isolde and wih the race 
by 2 minutes and 48 seconds. Effort had an 
easy victory over the smaller Surprise on 
actual time, but the ratings of the yachts 
under the new measurement rule and their 
allowances will not be known for a day or 
two until Measurer C. D. Mower has made 
his report to the Regatta Committee. For 
the same reason the result of the race be- 
tween the schooners Ariel and Katrina will 
not be known until then. Capt. Hank Haff 
was at Ariel's tiller, and he showed that 
he could give the younger fry of recites 
skippers points in the game, for he crossec 
the line almost with the gun and showed 
the way around the course, 

The course was a fifteen-mile triangle, 
four and one-half miles northeast by north 
from Matinnecock Point Buoy to a point off 
Great Captain Island; four and one-half 
miles southeast to a point off Lioyd’s Point, 
and six miles west by one-half south to the 
starting point.

Towed to Erie Basin. 


Shamrock III.’s Pole Mast, an Enormous 
Spar, Will Be Stepped To-day— 
Pug Dog for Mascot. 


Sir Thomas Lipton’s cup hunter, Sham- 
rock III., and her trial horse, the first of 
that name, are moored alongside a pier in 
Erie Basin, and the work of dismantling 
them preparatory to stepping their masts 
will begin in earnest this morning, The 
Merritt & Chapman derrick Will, which 
will lift out the jury spars and replace 
them with the lofty sticks that will uphold 
their racing canvas, arrived at the basin 
shortly before 6 o'clock last night.

THE FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Stocks weak. 


/Money easy, 2@2% per cent. 

Yesterday’s market dissipated some of 
the optimism based upon last week’s im- 
provement in prices, but without throw- 
ing much light upon its character. It will 
be remembered that there were contend- 
ing theories of last week's rise. It was 
thought to reflect alternatively either 
genuine buying based upon intrinsic val- 
ues and which was left free to develop 
itself by the bankers’ certificate of char- 
acter to the conditions of the market or 
artificial buying to check the momentum 
of a decline which threatened to pass be- 
yond restraint. Yesterday’s weakness, 
accordingly, may be construed either as 
a relapse toward the conditions of the 
earlier part of last week or to exhaustion 
of the real buying based upon the bank- 
ers’ certificate. It was said jestingly that 
perhaps the market was broken by Lord 
Rothschild’s selling the 500 shares whose 
purchase he announced last week, and 
there was revived a more or less au- 
thentic anecdote about his having 
shrewdly profited by marketing a block 
of “ Americans” upon the boom created 
by the announcement of his purchase. 
More serious was the idea that the Ship- 
building Trust revelations was the dis- 
closure of the real skeleton in the mar- 
ket’s closet. The effect of the scandal 
would have been less if the names con- 
nected with it had been others. Nobody 
would have been surprised at such 
financing by some reorganizers; but the 
entire disregard of relation between real 
and paper values, in connection with mis- 
leading suggestions to influence pur- 
chases by innocent third parties, throws 
added suspicion upon other properties 
which have passed through a similar 
process under like auspices. 

The pressure of the mass of other undi- 
gested securities assuredly is not lessened 
by this revelation of the manner of their 
manufacture, quite regardless of the mer 
its of the dispute regarding where the 
fault lies. In vain is the snare spread in 
sight of the bird, and it is fortunate for 
the enterprises already floated that this 
one did not sooner collapse. Whence fol- 
lows an inference more or less disturbing 
te those who have absorbed securities 
under suspicion of being in a like cate- 
gory. 

The other news of the day was of no 
very decided character. Sterling strength- 
ened a little, but not to the gold export 
point. Cereals were a little higher, but 
presumably rather upon the prospect of 
increased foreign demand than from 
prospects of reduced domestic yield. 
Corn’s condition is more doubtful than 
wheat's, but wheat was the stronger, 
and wheat is both the more important 
export and the one more affected by in- 
creased foreign demand. Philadelphia 
sent word that subscriptions to Pennsyl- 
Vania’s new stock were being largely 
made by present owners, and that 
French money was being received in 
surprising amounts for the same pur- 
pose. The strike situation again assumed 
‘Prominence by the assembling of the 
miners’ convention, by the uneasiness 
among the Pennsylvania employes, and 
the aggressiveness of local building em- 
ployers. Cotton excitedly advanced to a 
new high level, suggestive of the depth 
to which it may fall upon the reaction. 
Fer May exports decreased and imports 
increased, with the result that the excess 
of exports, although left at the comfort- 
able total of $21,572,908, fell below any 
May since 1897. 

None of these considerations are very 
important, but together they seen to dis- 
pense with need for other explanation of 
the rffarket’s weakness, from the time 
that London sent over lower opening 
prices until the close at about the day’s 
minimum. The average fall was less 
than 2, but there were exceptions above 
it among both railways and industrials. 
Amalgamated was the conspicuously 
weak industrial, and Atchison was prom- 
inent among railways for both activity 
and weakness. St. Paul and the Eries, 
New York Central and Pennsylvania, the 
coalers, and the Gould stocks were all 
about equally ra@presented in the general 
crumbling of prices, none suffering very 
exceptionally, and no class being exempt 
from the reaction. Comfort must be 
sought chiefly in the dullness of the mar- 
ket, the bears showing, less aggressive- 
ness, considering how much the tendency 
favored them. In the bond market the 
weakness of Wabash Bs was as notice- 
able as anything.

FEATURES OF THE MARKET. 


Yesterday’s market was a disappoint- 
ment to those bulls who had looked if not 
for higher priées at‘least not for the weak- 
ness which showed at the outset of the 
market session and became more pro- 
nounced as the day were on. There had 


been expectation in many quarters—and it 
was based on the outspoken declarations of 
banking interests themselves—that the lead- 


ing bankers in the Street would support 
the market should it incline to weakness. 


As a matter of fact such support was ex- 
tended, but it was not of an aggressive 
kind, the buying orders being put in on a 
scale down. That is to say, bankers were 
content to buy stocks cheaply and as of- 
| 
i 
' 


fered, but made no effort to bid up prices. 
Naturally, enthusiastic bulls did not take 
kindly to such kind of support, but the 
bankers themselves seemed to be satisfied; 
nor, at the close of the day, were they con- 
cerned because of the market’s decline. 


There was cumulative evidence that the 
bulk of the selling during the day was by 
the bear party who have been operating, 
off and on, for the past six months, and 
who, because of their great success hereto- 
fore, are decidedly courageous. Yesterday, 
nevertheless, their operations were not so 
aggressive as in the old days, nor, for that 
matter—and this despite the declines—were 
they so successful, That is, while they 
managed to depress prices easily enough 
they were unable to shake out any long 
stock to speak of. This was strikingly ap- 
parent in the late trading, when, with quo- 
tations at the lowest, stocks came out, not 
in big lots as on the former bear days, but 
in driblets. In the last half hour, in fact, 
the trading was largely tn hundred-share 
lots. Which raises the interesting question 
as to what will happen should the shorts 
under present conditions undertake to cov- 
er their outstanding contracts. With the 
floating supply of stocks as limited as 
now, a sharp up-turn would, it is declared, 
undoubtedly result. 

There are indications that for the mo- 
ment neither the bears nor the bulls are 
disposed to purswe too far any temporary 
advantage t 
cause of a recognition the fact that 
prices are down abnormally low; the bulls, 
for the reason that the belief is that this is 
a good waiting time, pending a clearer 
outlook in respect to the growing crops. 
Hence it is that while bankers believe the 
tendency will be upward, they are, not- 
withstanding, not prepared to encourage a 
big bull speculation at this time. All that 
seems to be in sight for the moment, it is 
declared, is a traders’ market which on one 
day will, in the vernacular, “look sick,’’ 
and on the next appear actually buoyant. 
Confidence, however, has been restored, 
and, with eontinued good buying on reac- 
tions such as now appears, there is little 
likelihood of any such pronounced weakness 
as was shown last week.

Many interests in Wall Street are point- 
ing out that while in the last four years 
prices of nearly all commoditi¢s have ad- 
vanced, wages have been raised, and the 
met earnings of practically every railroad 
in the country shown a substantial in- 
crease, nevertheless the stockholders of 
these railroads, or the great majority of 
them, have not received any increase in 
dividend.

WORMSER SUIT 10 STOP 
“METROPOLITAN LEASE 


; , \ 
Traction Officials on the Stand at 


the Trial’s Opening. 


Constructive Fraud Charged—Manager 
Root Testifies That Guaranteed - 


Rental Was Preferred to De- 
ferred Dividends. 


When the suit of Isidor Wormser, Jr., 
to prevent the Cafrying out of the lease of 
the Metropolitan Street Railway Company 
to the Interurban Street Railway Company 
came up for trial in Special Term, Part IV., 
yesterday, Albert L. Stickney, attorney for 
Mr. Wormser, in his preliminary statement 
to Justice Scott, declared in part: 

“We expect to prove that these gentle- 
men who manipulated and forced through 
this scheme were to receive large pecuniary 
benefits from its completion, and that the 
circumstances under which they were to re- 
ceive these large pecuniary benefits were 
Such as to make their actions a construct- 
ive fraud on the minority stockholders.” 

It is the allegation of’Mr. Wormser in 
his complaint that the execution of the 
lease an@ the operation of the Metropolitan 
Street Railway Company by the Interurban 
Company would rob the Metropolitan 
stockholders of earnings which should be 
theirs and divert them to the stockholders 
in the Interurban. The suit is to enjoin the 
Metropolitan and Interurban Companies 
from carrying out the lease and to compel 
surrender and. return of the property and 
assets delivered to the Interurban Com- 
pany under that lease and arrangement by 
the Metropolitan Street Railway Company. 


ATTACKS INTERURBAN LEASE. 


It is Mr. Wormser’s contention that the 
receipts and earnings of the Metropolitan 
will increase to much more than 7 per cent. 
with the growth of population and the de- 
velopment of the service, and that this ad- 
ditional amount should go to the stockhold- 
ers in the Metropolitan, whereas it will go, 
under the lease arrangement, to the stock- 
holders of the Interurban. The funds to be 
raiséd by the lease plan, Mr. Wormser con- 
tends, could be easily acquired by the sale 
of securities. 

The Interurban Company, the complaint 
says, Was incorporated with a capital of 
$500,000, and incorporated to take over the 
North Mount Vernon Railway Company, 
“a domestic street surface railroad com- 
pany, holding an insignificant amount of 
lines .6f railroad in the County of West- 
chester, with an equipment of small value.”’ 
This property was subject to a mortgage 


of $158,000, which was foreclosed. and the 
property sold for a small amount and ac- 
quired by the Interurban Company. 

The entire property of the Interurban 
Company is averred to be of little vaiue 
and to offer no security to the Metropoli- 
tan stockholders for the payment of the 
rental specified in the agreement, and the 
interurban Company is declared by Mr. 
Wormser to be merely a- “ dummy,” 
through whom “the vast properties of the 
Metropolitan Street Railway Company and 
the interests of its stockholders are to be 
passed over into the control ef the Metro- 
‘politan Securities Company without any 
other substantial security for the payment 
of the so-called guaranteed rental than is 
afforded by the control of the property of 
the Metropolitan Street Railway itself.’’ 

Mr. Wormser says the features of the 
scheme were the leasing by the Metropoli- 
tan to the Interurban of all its vast prop- 
erty and interests for 9/9 years, the Inter- 
urban agreeing to pay to the Metropolitan 
Company or its stockholders by way of 
rental a gum equivalent to 7 per cent. of 
the capital stock of the Metropolitan. The 
sectreornan Securities Company was 
ormed, he alleges, with a capital of $30.- 
(0,000, which has acquired all the out- 
Standing capital stock and is to be the 
owner of any further stock or securities 
which the Interurban may issue or own or 
obtain. 

The stockholders of the Metropolitan, he 
says, are offered the privilege of subscrib- 
ing to the stock of the Metropolitan Secu- 
ritie: Company to the extent of 45 per cent. 
of their holdings of stock, which would ag- 
gregate $23,400,000; and the balance of thea 
stock, $6,600,000, and any stock not taken 
up, has been allotted to the banking firm 
of Kuhn, Loeb & Co. for underwriting the 
scheme. 

The answer,of the Metropolitan Street 
Railway Company says that the plaimtif{ 
and his agents and assignees duly sub- 
scribed to the shares of stock of the Metro- 

olitan Securities Company under the priv- 
Hoge offered, and received and retained 
the shares in that manner acquired, and 
thereby ratified and approved the lease, and 
re now estopped from contesting the valid- 
ity and binding effect of the lease. It is 
further claimed that the present suit is 
identical with an action brought by Harry 
and Walter Content to set aside the lease 
ard plan under which the transfer of the 
Metropolitan and Interurban properties 
were made, and that relief in the Wormser 
case can be obtained under the Content 
suit. The Interurban in its answer sets 
un the same facts. 

The Jjefense of the two companies is in 
the hands of ex-Supreme Court Justice 
Charles I. Brown, ’. D. Guthrie of the 
firm of Guthrie, Cravath & Henderson, and 
Edward Lauterbach of the firm of Hoadly. 
Lauterbach & Johnson Besides Mr. 
Stickney, the firm of Anderson, Pendle- 
ton & Anderson represents the plaintiff. 

Henry A. Robinson, General Attorney 
for the Metropolitan Road since 1803, who 
was the first witness called by Mr. Stick- 
ney, was asked to tell about his position 
and his holdings. He said he first learned 
ot the vroposed iease of the Metropolitan 
to the Interurban in February, 1902. 

**} had talked with Mr. Warren, the Sec- 
retary of the company,” said Mr. Robin- 
son, “ several months previously. as to the 
finances of the company, and he toid me 
there was to be some new plan to raise 
capital for additional improvements. I 
prestime the matter was settled by the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, consisting of Mr. 
Elkins, Mr. Widener, Mr. Dolan, and Mr 
Vreeland. Mr. Warren's attention was 
practpally given to the construction debt, 
as he called it, and the interest which was 
accumulating upon it.” 

“Did you discuss any scheme?” 

“Oh, yes. We discussed the question as 
to whether there might be another issue of 
capital .steck.”’ 

Mr. Robinson then told of conversations 
he had with Judge Brown and Lawyer 
Cravath, and of his finally learning of the 
scheme of the lease to the Interurban.

Oren Root, Jr., the next witness, de- 
scribed himself as General Manager of the 
Metropolitan system, and said he was also 
a Director helding 100 shares of stock. 
Replying to‘questions by Mr. Stickney, Mr. 
Root said that he was satisfied before he 
voted for the lease that it was for the best 
interest of the company, and that the men 
behind the Interurban scheme were fully 
responsible. 

“Any other facts?" asked the attorney. 

“Well, there were many other considera- 
tions,’’ replied Mr. Root, “‘ such as the un- 
favorable decision of the franchise tax law, 
the possible effect of the construction of 
the rapid transit tunnels upon the earn- 
ings of the company. the increased cost of 
the materials of construction, which were 
all factors that might come to affect the 
earnings of the road adversely.

Assistant Secretary of the Treasury Arm- 
strong called at the office of the Appraiser 
of.the Port late yesterday afternoon and 
was in’conference with Appraiser George 
W. Whitehead for about an hour. -He also 
had a talk with the three Special Agents 
of the Treasury who have for some days 
past been conducting an investigation into 
the affairs of the Appraiser’s office. These 
Special Agents are: Caleb W. West of San 
Francisco; Burton Parker, Detroit, and 
Ralph W. Clayton, Washington. John R. 


Garrison, recently appointed Chief of the 
Customs Division at Washington, was at 
the Appraiser’s offiee at the same time. 
Assistant Secretary Armstrong said yes- 
terday: 

“There is no special significance in my 
visit. I have been at the Custom House, 
the Sub-Treasiry, and Ellis Island to-day, 
as well as the Appraiser’s office, and | 
have, of course, found matters of interest 
at each place, but nothing outside of the 
usual routine. The report that has been 
published, that there is something unusual 
about this investigation by the Special 
Agents, is an error. It is certainly a good 
thing to have the affairs of any large 
establishment like this investigated quite 
frequently, and the present investigation 
is simply in the regular order. Similar 
investigations are held from time to time 
at other important ports, 

“As a matter of fact, I think that the 
customs business at this port is in good 
shape. Importers are getting their goods 
within two days, and the new checking off 
system, which shows just who has charge 
orf a particular parcel at any hour, en- 
ables us to fix the responsibility for any 
undue delay perfectly.”’ 


NEW SCANDINAVIAN LINER HERE. 


The United States Makes Her First 
Voyage in Twelve Days. 


The steamship cnited States, the latest 
addition to the fleet of the Scandinavian- 
American Line, arrived here on her maiden 
voyage from Copenhagen and Christiania 
yesterday. She is the third liner that has 
been added to the service within a year, the 
others being the King Oscar Il. and the 
Hellig Olav, sister ships. 

The new liner is fitted up in modern style, 
especial attention having been devoted to 
the beautifying of the suloon and second. 
cabin accommodations. The steerage pas- 
sengers have also been given comfortable 
and well-ventilated quarters. 

The United States was built at Glasgow 
by Alexander Stevens & Sons, and registers 
6,080 tons net and 10.095 tons gross. She 
is 512 feet long, 56%, feet wide,. and 36% 
feet deep. Her engines develop 8,600 horse 
power, and she is expected to attain a 
speed of 16% knots. She left Copenhagen 
June 3, and therefore made the westward 
passage in twelve days. 


Found Guilty After Four Years.

HUSBAND'S RIGHT TO WIFE's SocIEery.— 
The case of Edward Jones against Laura 
E. Jones is an action by a husband against 
a wife to set aside deeds made by him to 
her. Mr. Jones bases his right to relief 
on the ground that he gave the instruments 
to Mrs. Jones on her promise, while they 
were living apart, to return and live with 
him the rest.of his life. She did not do so 
and never intended to, so he alleged. Jus- 


tice Spencer of the Fulton County Special 
Term of the Supreme Court, in overruling 
a demurrer and holding that the complaint 
states.a good cause of action, says: “The 
defendant has attempted by this transac- 
tion to make merchandise of her marital 
relations. According to the fundamental 
principles of that relation, it is the right 
of the husband to fix, and his duty to 
maintain, the matrimonial domicile; and it 
is the right of the wife to be supported by 
her husband therein, and her duty to give 
to her husband the benefit of her society, 
and to render such service in the care of 
the home as shall be in keeping with their 
station in life; and any agreement which 
attempts to alter. these rights and duties, 
or to rest them upon any other foundation, 
is illegal and void. The encouragement of 
marriage has always been a matter of 
deep public concern, and it has come to 
be the universal rule that all contracts in 
restraint thereof, or for the procurement 
or facilitating of divorce, are against public 
policy. An exception, however, exists 
where the parties have separated, and the 
husband has made provision by deed for 
the separate support of the wife. In those 
cases contracts to convey property have 
been upheld, gwhere the same were fair 
and equitable. But I do not think the

tion. They were not made for the wife's 
support, and -the only consideration there- 
the part of the 
wife to cohabit with the husband—a duty

It 
was held, after full consideration by the 
whole court, that there was no 
either by prior authorization or subsequent 
ratification, that the fact of membership 
carried with it no idea of princival and 
agent, and that if the plaintiff relied on 
such agency he must prove it as he would 
any other fact. The interest of a member 
in the property of the club seems to he at 
most an inchoate right to a proportionate 
share of the assets on dissolutiun, :':d even 
this he loses when he ceases to be a mem- 
ber.

NEGRO SHOT TWO IN 
CRIMINAL COURT HOUSE 


Superintendent McFarlane Killed 
by Alleged Policy Operator. 


His Deputy in the Goddard Society Is 
Wounded—Assailant Indicted for 
Murder Within an Hour. 


Charles 8. McFarlane, Superintendent of 
Capt. F. Norton Goddard’s Anti-Policy So- 
ciety, was shot and killed yesterday In the 
Criminal Courts Building by William Spen- 
cer, alias Willlam Rogers, a negro said to 
be a policy operator, whose arrest McFar- 
lane had caused. Mr. McFarlane was to ap- 
pear as the principal witness at the trial, 
which was on the calendar of the day. 

With the weapon still in his hand, the 
negro was arrested after a short resistance, 
just as he was about to begin a dash for 
liberty in the confusion which followed the 
shooting. Within an hour after this took 
place he had been indicted, and at his sub- 
sequent arraignment before Recorder Goff 
District Atterney Jerome announced that 
he would move the négro's case for trial 
next Monday. 

In all Spencer fired four shots. One en- 
entered the left temple of McFarlane, an- 
other penetrated his heart. A third bullet 
went wild, while a fourth took effect in the 
left arm of Philip E. Bray, Deputy Superin- 
tendent of the Anti-Policy Society, inflict- 
ing a flesh wound. 

The General Sessions corridor, where the 
shooting took .place, was filled with the 
usual crowd at the time. As the shots re- 
verberated through the building men and 
women rushed wildly, some toward the 
seene of the tragedy, others to escape 
dreaded injury. It was only through the 
prompt action of the numerous court at- 
tendants and policemen in the bullding that 
a panic was averted, 

Spencer, on -~whose person was found a 
summons issued for William Rogers, has 
been out on bail since his arrest on May 11. 
Yesterday he was to have been placed on 
trial before Judge Cowing. He arrived in 


the building at 10:30 o'clock, and, entering 
an elevator, ascended to the second floor. 


TOUK SEVERAL NEGROES UP. 
Walter J. Fay, who runs the elevator 
Spencer used, declares there were two 
other negroes with him at the time, and 
that on his next trip he took up a fourth 
negro. All alighted on the second floor, but 


neither of the other negroes cotld be found 
after the shooting. When Spencer left the 
elevator he went up to Policeman Stinson 
Meclvor of the West Twentieth Street Stu- 
tion, who was 4 % - in the corridor. 

“They won't put this nigger away for 
playing policy to-day,’ Spencer said, ac- 
cording to Mclvor, in the course of a con- 
versation. 

It was about ten minutes later that Mr. 
McFarlane, accompanied by Bray, arrived. 
They used an elevator on the west side of 
the building. In the elevator they met 
George Simpson,of the law firm of Levy & 
Unger. Spencer was waiting almost direct- 
ly in front of this elevator. 

“IT see you are here, Spencer,” said Mr. 
McFarlane tothe negro. 

* Yes, and I see you here, too,”’ replied 
the negro with a scowl. 

At this Mr. McFarlane started to walk 
away from Spencer, and as he did so ut- 
tered an exclamation that caused Mr. 
Simpson and Mr. Bray to turn round. 
When McFarlane came up to them, and he 
and Bray started for the door of the court- 
room, Simpson, whose head was turned so 
that he faced the negro, uttered a cry 
which caused McFarlane to turn. He saw 
Spencer pointing a revolver at him, and an 
instant later the first shot rang out. The 
bullet entered the left temple of McFarlane 
and he fell to the floor, drawing Simpson 
with him. As he fell the negro fired two 
shots in rapid succession, One bullet went 
wild; the other struck Bray in the left arm. 
As the latter fell to the floor in a faint the 
negro took a step forward, and, bending 
over McFarlane’s prostrate form, took de- 
liberate aim and fired another bullet into 
his heart. 

In the various courts the sessions for the 
day had just begun. Spectators and wit- 


| nesses arose from their seats and scram- 
‘N UNINCOR- | 


bled to the door, despite the vigorous rap- 
ring for order by the Judges and the court 
officers. It was not until the doors of all 
the courtrooms had been ordered closed by 
the presiding Judges that a semblance of 
order was restored. Many women wit 
nesses were so much affectéd by the trag- 
edy that they had to be excused for the 
day. 

In the midst of this confusion Spencer 
started on a run-for the nearest stair- 
way leading to the floor below. But éven 
had he succeeded in gaining the ground 
floer he would not have been able to es- 
cape, for Sergt. Walsh of the court squad, 
as soon as he heard the shots, ordered all 
the doors of the building closed and posted 
officers at each entrance. Detective Tun- 
ney of the Oak Street Station seized the ne- 
gro by the sleeve, but Spencer with a vio- 
lent wrench got out-of the grip, breaking 
all the nails of the detective’s right hand. 

Spencer had reached the top of the stair- 
way when Roundsman Bernhard Kelleher 
of the Hamilton Avenue Station sprang 
upon him. Spencer struggled vainly. De- 
tective Sergeant McNaught. County Detect- 
ive Reardon, who was McFarlane’s prede- 
cessor with the Anti-Policy Society, and 
Sergeant Daly of Capt. Me- 
Clusky’s staff, then ran up. McNaught 
seized the negro, Reardon wrenched the re- 
volver out of his hand, and Daly searched 
his pockets for additional weapons. 


IDENTIFIED HIS ASSAILANT. 


While this was going on the dead form of 
MeFarlane lay in the corridor. After a 
“wait of thirty-five minutes.a Coroner gave 
permission for its removal. One of the of- 
ficers rang up an ambulance, and Dr. Mar- 
shall from the Hudson Street Hospital re- 
sponded.
